President's  Address  to  the  Thirty-Ninth  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Central  Intercollegiate 
Athletic  Association 

PAUI.  J.  MOORE 


Gentlemen:  Since  the  last  meeting 

of  this  organizaition,  the  snorts  vrorld 
has  been  rocked  to  its  foundations 
time  and  again  by  such  revelations  as 
game-Irxing  between  collegiate  players 
ani  underworld  characters,  the  West 
Point  honor-system  explosion  that 
wrecked  a  great  Army  football  machine, 
the  recruiting  methods  used  by  several 
colleges,  the  alterjrjg  of  scholastic  ;"ec- 
ords  by  athletic  officials,  and  the  wan- 
ton display  of  unsportsman-like  con- 
duct. Oui'  organization  is  fortimate 
.hat  conditions  and  the  sphere  of  our 
operations  are  not  conducive  to  this 
type  of  interference.  But,  as  a  warn- 
ing, we  are  all  brothers  under  the  skin, 
an:  what  hap'Pened  elsewhere  can  hap- 
pen here. 

It  seems  that  the  word  "sports"  is 
spellei  with  a  dollar  sign,  Judging  from 
h3  35  colleges  that  have  abandoned 
jootball  and  the  number  of  others  who 
have  declared  they  are  forced  to  de- 
emphasize  it  because  the  freight  is  too 


high.  In  one  case,  football  was  dis- 
continued! because  the  alumni  oauld 
no:  raise  $30,000  annually  to  provide 
room  and  board  for  the  beam.  In  an- 
other case,  the  athletic  program  show- 
ed a  deficit  of  ovp''  a  million  dollars. 

It  SGiems,  too,  thtt..  there  is  the  gen- 
eral opinion  that  both  collegiate  foot- 
ball and  basketball  need  deempiiasls. 
home  suggestions  are: 

1.  Eliminating  bowl  games.  Bowl 
games  have  been  expressed  by  manj' 
as  the  root  of  all  the  evil. 

2.  Eliminating  spring  practice. 

3.  Restricting  the  two-platoon  sys- 
tem. 

4.  Supplying  financial  help  to  ath- 
letes within  prescribed  limits.  I  think 
:>  oil  will  all  rsmember  what  happened 
to  ths  NCAA  Sanity  Code. 

5  Compelling  athletes  to  meet  the 
same  .scholastic  standards  as  other  stu- 
dent:'. 

6.    Integrating   college   athletic  de- 


partments into  the  college  administra- 
tion and  faculty. 

There  is  much  to  be  said  in  favor  of 
prescribing  financial  limitis,  meeting 
scholastic  standards,  and  placmg  ath- 
letics umder  institutional  control,  but 
I  can  not  see  where  eliminating  bowl 
games,  spring  practice,  and  restricting 
the  platoon  system  are  detrimental 
factors. 

The  question  of  compelling  athletes 
to  meet  the  same  scholastic  standards 
as  other  students  is  rather  amusing.  In- 
stitutions and:  athletic  organizations 
have  never  made  it  possible  for  ath- 
letes to  be  treated  and  considered  like 
othea-  students.  No  student  is  shackled 
like  an  athlete.  Students  in  bands, 
choirs,  glee  clubs,  debating  teams, 
drama,  busine  ss,  and  many  other  phases 
of  collegiate  activities  are  not  restrict- 
ed in  wholesale  lots  by  eligibility  rules. 
They  may  peddle  theii-  wares  for  finan- 
cial gain  at  any  time,  but  an  athlete — 
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oh,  no,  that  Is  considered  disgraceful. 
Sin©e  !he  is  not  permitted  to  capitalize 
on  his  talents,  he  shofuld  be  given  other 
consideration. 

Pew  people  want  to  place  the  blame 
where  it  reaJly  belongs.  Erery  insti- 
tution, alumnus,  and  conference,  in- 
cludiing  the  NOAA,  is  guarding  with 
dear  Ufe  its  own  particular  interest  or 
gold  mine,  and,  to  be  sure,  we  will  be 
guarding  ours,  too.  The  blame  be- 
longs at  the  door  of  the  colleges  and 
their  alumni.    The  situation  is  ithis: 

1.  The  college  administration  is  not 
strong  enough  to  resist  tihe  alumni, 
or, 

2.  The  administration  agrees  with 
the  alumni,  or, 

3.  Th3  college  and  administration 
d'sem  it  unwise  to  oppose  the  alumni, 
or, 

4.  The  aiianinistration,  irrespective 
of  the  faculty  or  alummi,  feels  that 
winning  teams  lare  necessary  for  growth 
in  terms  of  enrollment. 

However,  by  far  it  is  the  pressure 
of  the  alumni  which  demands  -winning 
teams.  It  is  either  victory  of  the 
Coach's  same  status  and  tenure  as  a 
professor  or  any  other  staff  member. 
Does  he?  You  can  answer  that  ques- 
tion. P\>r  every  coach  that  can  be 
named  who  has  had  a  tenure  of  ten 
years,  two  can  be  named  that  did  not 
last  three  yeairs.  If  administrative  of- 
ficers, heads  of  departments,  aaid  pro- 
fessoTS  were  changeii  as  ofiten  as  foot- 
ball ooaches,  the  teaching  profession 
would  really  be  sometihing  to  avoid. 

The  aJimini  mean  -well,  fior  instance, 
they  will  find  the  best  coach  available 
and  some  will  even  furnish  as  many 
boys  as  iPossible,  whatever  the  cost 
might  be.  They  never  realisse  that 
many  of  these  boys  are  crippled  be- 
cause of  soft  jobs  like  checking  once 
a  day  to  see  if  the  boiler  is  still  in  the 
boiler  room.  (Daughter) .  Through  pres- 
sure or  other  connivance  they  see  to 
it  that  the  boys  receive  good  grades 
although  'they  never  attend  classes. 

Such  systems  produce  boys  who  ex- 
pect something  foi"  nothing.  Easy 
money  is  too  big  a  temptation  for  them 
to  resist.  A  large  number  of  athletes 
leave  college  after  four  years  without 
a  bachelor's  degree  or  any  taaigible 
improvement  whatsoever. 

Somewhere  in  this  great  hallucina- 
tion the  ti'ue  purpose  and  meaning  of 
athletics  anidi  sports  has  been  lost.  Lost 
are  the  fundamental  principles  of 
teaching  good  sportsmanship,  honest 
rivalry,  how  to  win  cleanly  as  well  as 
to  accept  gracefully  the  results  of  com- 
petition. Too  much  of  this  has  been 
lost  in  a  wliirlpool  of  championships, 
bowl  giames,  and  point  spreads. 

There  is  no  great  demand  for  extreme 
emphasis  on  athletics  by  student  bodies. 
Pressure  for  winning  teams  usually 
originates  from  other  sources.  Schol- 


arships may  be  necessary  for  winning 
teams,  but  the  sources  of  the  scholar- 
ships wiU  demand  a  major  hand  in 
how  the  atJhletic  program  is  run.  Re- 
gardless of  what  has  been  sal'i,  foot- 
ball, basketball,  and  other  types  of 
collegiate  athletics  are  here  to  stay. 
This  is  an  undeniable  fact.  The  values 
of  collegiate  athletics  far  outweigh  the 
evils  that  creep  in  now  and  then.  An 
athleitic  environment  is  more  whole- 
some th<an  the  political,  religious,  and 
O' her  holiei  -than-thou  systems  of  those 
who  would  condemn,  destroy,  or  other- 
wise give  sports  a  bad  name.  The 
number  of  athletic  scandals  that  have 
been  unearthsd  ai'e  negligible  in  com- 
parison to  the  crookedness  and  dis- 
honesty of  those  of  the  political  and 
religious  orders.  Athletics  is  the  great- 
est universal  benefactor  man  has  had 
in  creating  and  molding  character,  tol- 
erance, imderstanding,  initegration  of 
rsc's,  and  interracial  relationships  in 
general. 

A  movement  initiated  many  years 
ago  by  the  infamous  Dred  Scott  De- 
cision has  been  gaining  =peed  and:  is 
now  making  definite  inroads  Into  the 
so-called  colored  or  Negro  colleges.  This 
movemen"  may,  in  a  sihort  time,  change 
the  membership  of  the  Central  Inter- 
collegiate Athletic  Association,  the  Mid- 
western Athletic  Association,  the  South- 
em  IntercoLlegiate  Athletic  Associa- 
tion, and  the  Southwest  Athletic  As- 
sociation. At  least  one  school  has  been 
Pbolished,  and  there  are  rumors  that 
the  axe  is  poised  to  lop  off  another 
one.  The  tide  has  started,  amid  it  will 
not  be  long  before  it  will  be  ali-engulf- 
ing. 

In  the  meantime,  what  are  we  go- 
ing to  do  to  cops  with  this  thi-eat  of 
integration?  We  dare  not  sit  on  the 
Bidielines  as  disinterested  spectatorls. 
We  need  to  start  pointing  now  for  the 
eventuality,  in  teirms  of  our  thinking, 
planning,  progi-ams,  actions,  and  teach- 
ing. Some  of  our  institutions  have 
been  doing  this  for  years,  but  the 
present  situation  calls  for  greater 
strength  than  ever  before.  Rulings 
by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court 
dur'ng  the  past  year  ore  more  far- 
reaching  than  they  appear  on  the  sur- 
face. There  exist  documents  that  have 
b?'n  suppressed  and  which,  if  made 
public,  might  bring  about  a  situation 
which  borders  on  an  extreme  or  violent 
revolution.  This  is  a  heritage  of  our 
time,  and  we  must  prepare  ourselves 
and  the  generations  to  follow  for  a 
changing  and  improved  world. 

A  word  about  the  Officials'  Rules 
Meeting  and  Football  Clinic  held  at 
North  Carolina  College  in  f^tember. 
I  was  very  happy  to  have  been  present 
at  that  meeting.  Our  Certification 
Committee  hit  upon  a  majoi-  key  to 
some  of  our  officiating  problems  by 
instigating  this  move.    The  Clinic  was 


well-organized,  and  the  large  attend- 
ance was  heartening.  More  details 
wUl  probably  be  given  to  you  when  our 
Commissioner  of  Football  Officials  and 
the  Affiliated  Board  of  Officials  make 
Lheir  report. 

In  some  measure  we  should  sponsor 
or  aid  in  the  training  and  developing 
of  officials  from  the  ranks  of  our 
youngsters  who  have  recently  comiplet- 
ed  their  collegiate  careers  in  athletics 
and  wiho  are  not  only  qualifiai,  but 
also  have  an  interest  in  the  develop- 
ment of  an  athletics  and  who  are  not 
only  qualified,  but  also  have  an  in- 
terest in  the  development  of  an  athletic 
organization.  It  may  be  that  our  va- 
rious offical  boards  are  in  a  better 
position  to  put  over  such  a  program. 
I  have  been  informed  that  such  pro- 
cedure has  been  and  is  now  being 
put  into  operation  by  some  of  our  of- 
ficial groups.  Cognizance  of  this  should 
be  given  proper  consideration.  Special 
emphasis  and  encouragement  by  this 
body  will  do  much  to  foster  this  move- 
ment. 

With  regard  to  the  football  rules, 
permit  me  to  inject  this  thought:  Rule 
9,  Section  1,  Article  4a,  reads: 

"No  player,  coach,  trainer,  or  any 
otiher  person  subject  to  the  rules  shall 
use  abusive  or  insulting  language  to 
players  or  officials.'' 

The  bickering  that  goes  on  between 
players  on  opposite  teams  is  by  no 
means  flattering.  While  it  may  seem 
irrelevant,  it  is  a  sore  spot  to  many 
as  it  tends  to  breed  bad  blood  and 
should  therefore  be  stopped  before  it 
creates  a  menace.  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  players  should  not  be  subjected 
to  language  that  would  not  be  tolerat- 
ed; if  directed  to  the  officials. 

How  many  Johnny  Brlghts,  to  a 
lesser  degree,  have  been  in  the  CIAA 
in  the  past?  It  is  not  uncommon  to 
hear  such  remarks  as,  "We  were  lay- 
ing for  him,"  "We  knew  we  had  to 
get  rid  of  him  to  win  the  game," 
"We  took  care  of  him  nicely."  "Boy, 
couldn't  he  and  didn't  he  take  it.  I 
asked  him  afterwards  how  he  could 
standi  up  under  the  punishment  I  gave 
him."  The  tactics  used  were  not  those 
prescribed  by  the  rule  book,  either. 

These  tactics  are  not  only  present  in 
collegiate  ranks,  but  in  high  schools 
as  well.  When  those  making  the  re- 
marks stated  are  questioned,  the  reply 
is  always  the  same:  "We  were  not 
trying  to  hurt  him;  we  just  wanted  to 
get  him  out  of  the  game."  Now,  how 
in  the  world  can  you  get  a  good  strong, 
healthy,  and  eager  boy  out  of  a  foot- 
ball game  without  hurting  him  badly? 
One  might  ask,  "Where  were  the  of- 
ficials in  the  Drake-Oklahoma  A.  &  M. 
game?"  Some  p' ay  ens  would  like  to 
know  where  the  officials  were  in  oth^ar 
games,  too.     Some  will  pass  all  of 
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this  off  by  saying  it  is  all  in,  the 
game. 

I  want  to  commend  all  our  commit- 
tees for  Iheii-  activity  and  cooperation 
tihroughout  the  year.  Sure,  some  er- 
roi-s  were  maide,  costly  errors,  but  I 
oan  assure  you  they  were  not  of  the 
heart.  There  are  two  oommlbtees  that 
tShould  be  given  special  citation  for 
their  fortitude,  courage,  and  love  of  the 
organization,  in  putting  over  difficult 
assigmnents.  I  refea-  to  the  Basket- 
iball  touii-nament  and  National  Classic 
Committees.

They  sweat  blood',  and 
those  of  us  who  are  nearby  and  tm- 
dersfcand  aa-e  permeated  with  the  same 
lears  and  hopes. 

'ilhese  'cammdititees  a^-e  institutions 
within  themselvi8ia.  It  would  be  a 
grand  thing  if  it  were  possible  for  every 
officei-  and  delegate  of  this  organiza- 
tion to  be  an  active  member  of  these

Northern  District  is  composed  of  Blue- 
Held,  Delaware,  Morgan  State,  Howard 
University,  West  Virginia  State,  and 
Lincoln  University. 

Intercollegiate  competition  in  all 
sports  has  been  carried  on  during  tJhe 
year  in  the  Northern  EKstrict  with  spirit 
and  enthusiasm,  and  wlthtn-  the  district 
team  rivalries  flourish  and  sportsmaji- 
ship  is  on  a  high  level. 

I  would  Uke  to  mention  something 
that  happened  about  three  nights  ago 
at  the  Morgan  State  basketball  game 
which  was  i-ather  good  sportsmanship. 
One  of  our  players  fell  under  the  bas- 
ket in  the  course  of  scrimmage,  and  we 
didn't  know  whether  he  had  a  sprained 
ankle,  broken  ankle,  or  pulled  muscle. 
The  ball  moved  down  the  court  and 
one  of  the  Morgan  players  tried  to 
get  the  eye  of  the  official,  and  then 
left  the  scene  of  action  and  went  back 
to  the  basket  to  try  to  help  this  boy 
up.  In  the  heat  of  competition,  at  a 
time  when  we  were  leading  by  only 
(five  points,  that  man  couM  just  as  well 
have  gone  down  and  scored  a  basket. 
I  think  the  boy's  name  was  Wltte. 

Officiaiting,  on  the  whole,  has  been 
good   and   is  Impmvlng.  Competition 


promotions.  An  excellent  move,  and 
a  fair  one,  would  be  to  relieve  these 
men  who  have  toiled'  so  long  and  dili- 
gently. This  responsibility  should  be 
passed  on  to  others  so  that  everyone 
will  shai'e  the  burdens  of  the  Associ- 
ation. You  could  then  appreciate  to 
the  fullest  extent  the  many  trials  and 
tribulations  that  must  be  borne.  You, 
too,  would  realize  the  necessity  of  co- 
operation in  the  orga-nization. 

Yes,  we  need  help;  we  need  i>lenty 
of  help.  We  need  to  solicit  more  help, 
moi'e  help  from  the  press,  our  own 
member  institutions,  the  merchants, 
(businessmen,  and,  if  you  please,  the 
rnan  on  the  street-coi'ner  and  on  the 
si/dewalk.  We  need  the  help  of  all 
people  from,  all  walks  of  Ufe,  regard- 
less of  status,  to  support  the  cause 
that  we  feel  is  necessary,  worthy,  and 
justifiable.  We  should  dig  down  and 
ferret  out  our  own  shortcomings  and 
build  a  bigger  and  soimder  public  rela- 
tions program.  We  Bare  woefully  lack- 
ing in  newspaper  support.  It  must  be 
investigated  and  remedied  if  our  pro- 
motions are  to  rema,ln  solvent.  We 
have  been  most  fortunate  in  our  major 
promotions.  All  the  breaks  have  not 
been  in  our  favor,  but  the  major  breaks 
have  been  with  us.  Carrying  on  enter- 
prises requiring  ten-to-flfteen-thou- 
sand  doUar  operating  expenses  with 
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on  the  vai'sity  level  against  white  col- 
leges in  football,  basketball,  swimming, 
soccer,  tennis,  wrestling,  and  baseball, 
is  on  the  increase.  This  is  a  healthy 
sign.  Morgan  State  and  Howard  Uni- 
versity have  been  gi-anted  member- 
ship in  the  NOAA,  and  Lincoln's  appli- 
cation is  being  processed. 

The  Northern  District  played  host 
to  the  ti-ack  and  field  championships 
iduring  the  past  year.  They  were  held 
at  Morgan  State  College  and  were  easily 
won  'by  the  powerful  Morgan  team. 
Morgan's  new  igymmasium,  the  last 
work  in  beauty,  comf  ort,  and  expense,  is 
already  in  use. 

In  the  District  West  Virginia  won  the 
1951  championship  in  football  and  ten- 
nis, singles  and  doubles.  Morgan  State 
were  the  track  champions,  and  aJso  co- 
champions  in  wrestling  wiith  Lincoln. 
Howard  won  the  boxing  and  swimming 
championship.  Charles  Bryant  of  How- 
ard broke  the  pole  vault  record  with 
a  leap  of  13  feet,  6  Inches.  HJoward's 
relay  team  placed  first  at  the  seat  of 
aU  relays,  the  Pienn  Relays,  and  in  the 
D.  C.  AiAU  Lincoln's  James  Cook  won 
the  Junior  AiAU  high  jump,  and  placed 
second  in  the  Kansas  relays. 

Morgan  track  team  blazed  a  trail 
of  glory  across  the  national  anidi  toter- 
national  scene,  by  accomplishing  the 
following: 


three  to  five  thousand  dollars,  and 
bhat  borrowed,  and  coming  out  on  top 
all  of  the  time,  is  like  expecting  fair 
dice  to  pass  forever. 

The  reward,  irony,  and  fate  of  such 
committees  as  our  Basketball  Tourna- 
ment and)  National  Clajssic  Committees 
may  be  summed  up  as  follows:  The  re- 
ward of  doing  a  hard  job  well  is  that 
you  are  presently  given  a  much  harder 
job  anid  are  expected  to  do  that  equally 
well. 

At  our  last  annual  meeting  there 
were  some  rather  heated  debates.  That 
is  to  be  expected  of  any  large  and  grow- 
ing organization,  anid  especially  an 
athletic  association.  There  are  bound 
to  be  differences  in  points  of  view. 
However,  during  those  debates  a  great 
deal  of  emphasis  was  made  and  direct- 
ed at  person  aUties.  It  is  true  that  in 
any  human  endeavors  personalities  ex- 
ist and  must  be  taken  into  considera- 
tion. But  there  can  be  too  much  of  it, 
anidi  last  year  was  a  case  in  point. 
If  we  will  stick,  as  far  as  possible,  to 
the  facts  and  not  to  the  personalities 
involved,  I  am  sure  we  will  be  able  to 
handle  our  difficult  prohlems  more 
easily,  in  less  time,  and  to  the  best 
satisfaction  of  aU  concerned. 

We  are  an  excellent  association.  Let 
us,  then,  strive  to  make  It  better.  I  am 
positive  we  will. 


Oeorge  Rhoden  clipped  the  meet  rec- 
ord he  set  in  1949  by  running  the  440- 
yard  dash  in  47-6/10  seconds.  He  won 
the  NCAA  quarter-mile  and  220-yard 
dashes,  and  the  National  AAU  400- 
meter  dash. 

Ai-thur  Bragg  won  the  NCAA  100- 
yard  idiash. 

Lester  Scott  broke  the  conference  rcc- 
oixi  in  the  high  hurdles  with  a  time 
of  14-5/.0  seconds. 

Morgan  participated  in  the  South 
Atlantic  Indoor-  Meet,  Seaton  Hall,  the 
Junior  National  AiAU  Medley,  and  the 
National  AAU  400-metea-  relay.  Mor- 
gan's athletes  also  participated  in  the 
Pan-American  Games  held  at  Buenos 
Aired,  at  three  meets  in  New  Zealand, 
antdi  in  twelve  European  meets. 

Many  statements  have  been  made  re- 
cently i"egaixilng  reforms  in  intercol- 
legiate athletics.  Whether  they  are 
tme  or  false,  they  repr-esent  some  of 
the  thinking  of  some  of  the  people  who 
are  tremendously  intei-ested  in  what 
goes  on  in  collegiate  athletics.  It  is 
doubtful  if  there  was  ever  a  time  in  the 
history  of  college  athletics  when  clear 
thinking  and  downright  honesty  in  ad- 
ministration were  more  impoi-tant  than 
now. 

Much  of  the  trouble  lies  with  in- 
dividual schools  trying  to  point  a  finger 
at  their  neighbors.   It  Is  too  much  like

are  many  today  who  believe  that  the 
patient  is  very  ill,  and  that  nothing  will 
restore  him  to  health.

Ml".  Pi-esident,  gentlemen  of  the  CIAA: 
It  ts  my  feeling  that  the  reports  of 
tihe  Vice-Presidents  in  the  past  have 
been  a  pretty  casual  affair.  They 
have  been  repeating  and  i-eiterating  cer- 
tain things  that  you  can  find  in  the 
records,  talking  about  the  activities, 
and  somjetiimes  they  have  gone  into 
physical  education  activities  over  which 
I  think  this  conference  has  no  juris- 
diction. 

This  Vice-President  would  like  to  re- 
view three  problems  whibh  schools  in 
our  idlstrict  feel  are  working  a  hard- 
ship upon  the  schools.  I  think,  too, 
that  the  Vice-Presidents  can  keep  be- 
fore the  conference  these  problems. 
Even  'though  they  are  defeated,  they 
are  still  problems,  and  in  the  long-time 
perspective  they  must  be  solved 

The  first  problem  was  broughit  up 
last  year  by  Union,  and  Union  offered 
some  type  of  solution  to  the  problem. 
It  was  voted  down,  buit  I  think  event- 
ually we  are  going  to  have  to  solve  that 
problem.  And  thait  deals  with  the 
size  of  the  conference. 

The  size  of  the  conference  is  such 
that  attention  must  be  given  to  the 
gi-ouping  of  the  colleges  according  to 
geographical  location.  It  is  going  to 
simply  the  problem  of  determining 
Champdonships,  probably,  and  also  the 
problem  of  scheduling  teams  for  va- 
rious games. 

The  second  problem  deals  with  the 
mounttnig  expense  of  the  athletic  pro- 
gram, and  we  find  that  that  is  working 
a  hardship  on  many  schools.  The  rules, 
as  established  and  approvetdi  by  the 
Committee  on  Standards,  have  forced 
participation  in  a  nimifber  o:  npoi-ls, 
and  they  have  set  up  fines.  This  is 
working  a  hai'dship  from  two  points 
of  view; 

First,  there  is  the  question  of  extend- 
ed participation  in  sports  which  some 
schools  piobably  feel  they  can't  go  in 
to;  and  then  there  is  the  stigma  at- 
tached to  a  fine. 

At  Virginia  State  College  we  feel 
that  there  diould  be  a  definite  attempt 
of  the  conference  to  make  its  practices 
consonant  with  the  statements  in  the 
Constitution,  especially  those  which 
deal  with  proselyting.  Now,  we  have  a 
vei-y  grandiose  and  elaborate  statement 
there  on  pi'oselyting  and  subsidization, 


and  we  don't  follow  that  ruling  at 
all.  We  would  like  to  feel  that  the 
conference  is  going  to  be  honest  with 
itself  and  list  certain  sfcandiards  or  Bulb- 
s  dization. 

I  don't  say  you  should  try  to  live 
up  to  a  inile  if  it  is  Impossible,  but 
I  do  think  that  we  ought  to  be  honest 
and  list  in  there  what  we  intend  to 
do  oi-  what  we  are  doing  in  the  way  of 
granting  aid  to  athletes  and  proselyt- 
ing. I  think  Lincoln  University  has 
hand'ei  out  material  there  dealing  with 
(that  i>ai-tlcular  item.  We  don't  agree 
with  that.  I  think  it  should  be  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  group. 

Fourth,  this  is  not  a  problem,  on  a 
recent  visit  to  Morgan's  Campus,  I  look- 
ed at  the  new  gymnasium  up  there 
and  saw  the  Edward  P.  Hurley  Gym- 
nasium and  you  can  not  realize  the 
thrill  I  exp>erienced,  that  here  was  a 
man  who  worked  in  athletics  for  twenty 
years  and  a  college  recognized  that  ef- 
fort. I  think  we  all  ought  to  commend 
Morgan  State  College  for  its  attempt 
to  integrate  athletics  into  its  program, 
anid  certainly,  naming  that  gymnasium 
as  a  monument  to  a  man  means  it  is 
a  moniunent  that  will  live  as  long  as 
he  lives,  and  as  long  as  many  of  us 
here.  I  think  Morgan  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated. 

SOUTHERN  DISTRICT

Mr.  President:  The  schools  In  the 
(Southern  District  aire  A.  &  T.  College, 
North  Carolina  College,  Winston-Salem 
Teachers  College,  Johnson  C.  Smith 
Univeristy,  St.  Augustine's  College,  and 
Shaw  University. 

I  have  a  siumnai-y  report  here  in  re- 
gard to  participxation  of  the  schools 
in  athletics. 

A.  &  T.'s  sports  program  of  the  past 
year  included  these:  football,  basket- 
ball, track,  baseball,  boxing,  and  ten- 
nis. 

Johnson  C.  Smith:  football,  basket- 
ball, tiack,  and  teimis. 

North  Carolina  College:  football,  bas- 
ketball, track,  baseball,  arii  tennis. 

St.  Augustine's  College:  football,  bas- 
ketball, track,  boxing  and  baseball. 

Two  members  of  our  district  have 
failed  to  submit  reports.  Oh,  here  is 
one  here  (receiving  report).  One  mem- 
ber of  our  district  has  failed  to  sub- 
Diit  a  'repoi-t. 

Intramui-aliy,  the  programs  at  A.  &  T. 
College  involve  five  aotivdties;  at  Smith, 
three  activities;  at  North  Carolina  Col- 
lege, two;  at  St.  Augustine's  OoJlege, 
four. 

All  schools  in  this  disitriot  plan  to 
have  new  gymnasia  by  1954.  Neriv  gym- 
nasia are  planned  by  A.  &  T.  College, 
Wrnstcm-Salem  Teachers  College,  John- 
son C.  Smith  University,  and  St.  Au- 
gustine's College.    The  North  Carolina 


College  gymnasium  is  scheduled  to  be 
comp  eted  to  1952,  and  Shaw  Univer- 
sity has  already  expanded  and  recently 
con  tacted  a  gymnasium. 

In  the  Southern  District  there  are 
a  number  of  problems  that  have  been 
listed.  In  answer  to  a  question- 
naire that  was  sent  out  last  year  by 
Dr.  Robinson  and  repeateid  this  year 
by  me — this  questionnaire  involves  ten 
or  fifteen  questions  in  each  area  of 
sports.  One  of  them  is:  "What  are 
some  cf  the  problems  confronting  you 
in  youi-  athletic  program?''  I  might  list 
a  few  answers: 

A  and  T.  College:  "Lack  of  seating 
space."  This  is  particularly  significant 
in  that  A.  and  T.  College's  total  at- 
tendance at  home  games  in  the  past 
season  was  in  excess  of  that  of  all 
trams  in  the  conference,  48,000.  "Lack 
of  parking  space."  They  also  feel  that 
the  police  protection  at  the  games  is 
not  quite  what  it  should  be.  Another 
problem  at  A.  and  T.  is  inadequate 
practice  facilicies. 

Jrhnson  C.  Smith  has  listed,  "Not 
enough  coaches;  lack  of  a  sizable 
scholarship  in  athletics;  no  high 
school  players;  no  playing  facilities 
ioT  home  games;  no  training  table; 
poT  transportation  facilities." 

St.  Augustine's  College  has  listed: 
"Poor  lighting  system  of  the  gym- 
nasium; poor  seats  at  football  stadium; 
poor  turf" — I  think  that  means  no 
turf- — -"poor  press  box;  no  fieldhouse; 
no  scoreboard;  no  restroom  facilities; 
113  money." 

I  think  that  last  item  probably  sums 
up  what  everyboidiy's  problem  is. 

In  the  Southern  District,  I  might 
mention  that  to  increase  the  interest 
in  activities,  several  of  the  schools  in 
that  area  have  gone  on  a  cooperative 
has  s  in  terms  of  certain  athletic  events. 
We  have  now  the  Winston-Salem  re- 
lays every  year,  I  believe  the  last  week 
in  April  or  the  second — ^from  the  last 
week  in  April.  This  coming  year  will 
"be,  I  think,  the  thira  annual  Winstcr^- 
Salem  relays.  These  relays  are  open  to 
all  confereoice  members,  but  those  who 
are  asked  to  attend  definitely,  and  who 
do,  are  the  teams  in  the  Southern  Dis- 
trict. People  at  ithat  institution  have 
been  suoce:sfuil  in  aittracting  the  South- 
em  District  schools  to  that  track  meet. 

This  year  we  have  the  Seventh  An- 
nual North  Carolina  College  Relays, 
established  in  1945  for  the  benefit  of 
all  Southern  District  schools,  and  for 
all  the  schools  in  the  state  of  North 
Carolina,  all  colleges.  There  are  nine 
oo-educational  schools  in  thart:  state, 
as  you  know.  Also,  we  have  opened  this 
relay  to  any  other  conference  member. 
We  have  hadi  visitors  from  West  Vir- 
ginia and,  on  occasion,  Howard,  and 
on  two  or  three  occasions,  Hampton,

and  I  believe  almost  every  year.  Vir- 
ginia State  College. 

Also,  we  have  the  Fourth  Aimual 
North  Carolina  Baskett>all  Tournament 
v.hich  precedes  the  CIAA  Tom-nament 
each  year,  and  this  is  sponsored  by 
North  Carolina  Colleges.  It  is  a  co- 
operative (tournamieait,  and  all  of  the 
schools  share  equally  in  assets  and  lia- 
bilities, and  we  also  work  out  our  prob- 
iems  in  the  coaches'  group  to  the  agree- 
ment and  satisfaction,  evifdjently,  of  all 
concerned.  I  simply  mention  tha;t  as 
a  group  of  district  schools  we  have  a 
program  worMng  within  for  the  final 
benefit  of  the  confei-ence  itself. 

in  the  Southern  District  in  1951  the 
baseoail  championship  -Vvas  won  by  A. 
and  T.  College,  and  the  football  cham- 
pionship by  A.  and  T.  College,  and  the 
Vis-tation  Basketball  Championship  by 
North  Carolina  College. 

COMMITTEE  ON  ELIGIBILITY 

W.  H.  Robinson 

Mr.  Chairman:  To  members  of  the 
39.h  Annual  CiAA  MeetJig,  I  beg  to 
rnaKe  che  report  of  the  activities,  corre- 
spondence, and  so  forth,  of  your  Eligi- 
biiKy  Commiucee,  from  December  1950 
ijcc.mber  12,  1951.  Before  I  make 
this  report,  I  wish  to  take  this  oppor- 
tunity to  thank  all  the  coaches,  direc- 
tors of  athleics,  registrars,  CIAA  offi- 
cials, the  college  administrators,  and 
the  members  of  my  oommattee,  for  theii- 
fine  cooperation.  Without  this  cooper- 
ation, this  office  couM-  not  have  fimc- 
tioned. 

in  passing,  I  wish  also  to  state  that 
as  of  this  -iate  we  have  not  hod  any 
cases  which  were  not  solvable  by  our 
committee.  In  regard  to  the  mattei" 
of  reporting  the  eligibility  lists  to  the 
chairman  of  the  committee,  as  is  re- 
quired by  our  law,  there  seemed  to  be 
some  misunderstanding  during  the  lat- 
ter part  of  1950  and  to  the  early 
part  of  February  1951.  This  was  largely 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  chairmanship 
of  the  committee  had  changed  and  all 
correspondence  haid  to  be  forwarded. 
This  was  corrected  by  a  latter  from 
the  Secretary-Treasurer  and  the  Chaii-- 
man  of  the  Committee. 

The  letter  from  the  President  and 
Secretary-Treasurer  is  as  follows: 

"Regulations  regarding  the  filing  of 
the  eligibility  lists  for  sports  with  the 
Eligibility  Conmiittee  Chairman.  En- 
acted December  9,  1950. 

"1.  The  eligibility  lists  of  an  insti- 
tution must  reach  the  office  of  the 
Eligibility  Committee  Chairman  post- 
marked on  or  before  the  first  partici- 
pation of  said  institution  in  football. 
The  penalty  for  failure  to  comply  with 
this  rule  and  the  following  is  a  $50 
fine. 

"2.   Basketball  lists  must  be  sent  In 


on  or  before  December  1st. 

"3.  Boxing  and  wrestUi^  lists  must 
be  sent  in  on  or  before  January  10th. 

"4.  Baseball  lists  must  be  sent  in 
on  or  before  March  15th. 

"5.  Tennis  lists  must  be  sent  in  on 
or  before  April  1st. 

"6.  Outdoor  track  lists  must  be  sent 
in  on  or  before  April  Ist. 

"7.  Inldioor  track  lists  must  be  sent 
in  on  or  before  December  1st. 

"8.  Cross-Country  track  lists  must 
be  sent  in  on  or  before  November  1st. 

'  9.  Swimming  lists  must  be  sent  in 
cn  or  before  January  15. 

The  chairman  of  the  committee  de- 
sires to  make  the  following  recom- 
mendations: 

(1)  Institutions  failing  to  send  in 
igh'een  copies  of  their  eligibility  lists 

according  to  the  regulations  enacted 
December  9.  1950  be  fined  the  therein 
s'ated  stipulated  svm  of  $50  for  the 
second  offense  rather  than  for  the 
first  offense.  That  is  to  say,  some  Insti- 
tutions have  been  a  few  days  late,  and 
thus  the  said  institution  be  wametd  and 
if  violated  again  for  the  same  spoirt, 
then  the  fine  should  be  imposed.  For 
•sxaniple  the  Table  No.  1  shows  some 
institutions  have  not  sent  in  their 
■^-sk-tball  lists  for  1951-52.  These  in- 
^  i'ut'ons  should  be  notified  and  if  thi; 
happens  in  Basketball  for  1952-53,  thtn 
the  fine  should  be  imposed. 

(2)  After  carefully  examining  the 
E'igibility  Declaration  of  a  number  of 
Athletic  conferences,  I  find  that  the 
attached  form  represents  the  method 
most  generally  uss*d.  Therefore,  I  rec- 
ommen'^  the  adoption  of  this  method 
in  addition  to  our  regular  constitu- 
tional requirements  of  eighteen  copies. 
The  Form  A  is  to  be  prepared  in  dupli- 
cate, the  original  forwarded  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Eligibility  Committee 
of  the  CTAA  the  copy  to  be  retained  by 
the  institution.  The  CIAA  is  to  print 
these  forms  and  supply  each  member 
institution  with  sufficient  copies  for 
all  its  athletes  who  are  beoome  elig- 
ible for  the  first  time.  Form  B  is  pre- 
pared like  Form  A  in  iiiur>licate,  one 
to  the  chairman  and  one  retained  by 
the  institution.  It  is  to  be  noted  that 
Form  A  gives  more  detailed  informa- 
tion about  oui-  athletes  than  we  now 
have  and  more  responsibility  is  placed 
on  the  athlete  for  his  declaration  of 
eligibility. 

If  you  look  at  this  fonn,  it  is  the 
form  of  the  Southern  Conference,  with 
some  minor  corrections,  namely,  the 
name  of  the  conference,  and  so  forth. 
It  is  similar  to  that  oif  other  confer- 
ences, namely,  the  Big  Ten,  Southwest, 
and  so  forth. 

But  if  you  will  look  through  that 
form  you  will  finldi  there  are  some  very 
pertinent  facts  relative  to  the  athlete 
himself,  which  he  should  sign.  Form 
A  Is  continued  on  top  of  page  2.  In 


other  words,  the  page  is  not  long 
enough  to  include  the  items  listed  on 
page  2  of  Form  A.  For  example,  at  the 
bottom  of  the  lef  thand  side  of  the  page, 
under  the  signature  of  the  aippUcant, 
is  a  statement  to  be  signed  by  the 
registrar,  and  on  the  righthand  side, 
unlder  the  certification:  "I  certify  that, 
to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  be- 
lief, this  applicant  is  eligible,  tinder 
the  rules  and  regiilatlons  of  the  CIAA. 
to  oompeite  in  intercollegiate  athletics 
at  this  institution,"  is  space  for  the 
signature  of  the  Director  of  Athletics 
and  the  Faculty  Chairman  of  Athletics. 

The  reason  I  mention  that  is  be- 
cause in  talking  to  the  Oommlssioner 
of  the  Southern  Conference,  he  stated 
emphatically  we  should  have  a  state- 
ment signed  by  the  athletes  in  our  con- 
ference, as  it  is  very  important  in  order 
to  make  them  eligible  foi'  competition 
In  the  NCAA.  I  would  like  to  see  us 
adopt  a  form  of  this  sort  because  it 
gives  us  a  file  which  we  can  always 
I'efer  to  about  a  man  in  question,  and 
not  only  that,  it  makes  a  man  sign 
something  himself — anidi  if  he  knew  it 
was  wrong  he  wouldn't  sign  it,  you  see. 

The  best  example  of  that  is  the 
notarized  statement  requested  from  Mr. 
Daniel  Cameron  and  Mr.  Perry  Briggs. 
They  wouldn't  make  a  signed  statement 
because  they  knew  they  had  probably 
violated  something.  And  the  same 
thing  would  probably  happen  to  men 
coming  into  the  conference  for  the  first 
time.  If  they  have  to  sign  something, 
they  will  be  careful  what  they  sign. 
Therefore,  we  have  to  bring  uip  our 
standards  to  those  of  the  other  large 
conferences.  The  report  was  adopted 
with  sections  refered  to  appropriate 
committees. 


COMMITTEE  ON  BASEBALL 

The  Baseball  Committee  met  in  Car- 
ver Hall  on  December  14,  1951. 

The  first  order  of  business  of  this 
committee  was  to  decide  definitely  who 
would  participate  in  baseball  in  the 
1952  season.  We  discovered  that  only 
seven  teams  would  be  able  to.  The 
teams  are: 

Delaware  State 
North  Carolina  State 
A.  &  T.  CoUegie  j 
Shaw  University  j 
West  Virginia  State  j 
Howard  University  I 
Winston-Salem  Teachers  College 
We  then  decided;  to  make  certain 
recommendations  built  around  the  num- 
ber of  teams  which  would  participate 
in  the  spring.    These  recommendations 
are: 

1.  That  each  conference  team  must 
play  a  minimum  of  12  games  in  order 
to  qualify  for  the  CIAA  Championship. 

In  other  words,  the  seven  teams  we 
know  about  now  must  play  each  team 
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twice.  That  recommendation  Is  in  this 
form : 

2.  That  each  team  must  play  two 
g-ames  against  each  oonfereoice  oppon- 
ent. 

We  didn't  state  that  this  would  have 
to  be  a  home- aniii  home  basis.  We  de- 
cided we  could  make  satisfactoiy  ar- 
rangements, that  is,  if  two  games  were 
played  at  West  Virginia  State  instead 
of  having  West  Virginia  State  go  to 
another  school,  it  would  suffice. 

Another  recommendation  is: 

3.  That  any  conferonce  team  de- 
ciding to  enter  the  race  for  the  cham- 
pionship after  the  date  of  the  1951 
CIAA  Meeting  mmt  meet  the  minimum 
requirements  as  far  as  the  number  of 
oontference  games  are  concerned. 

In  other  wonOis,  ror  instance  St. 
Augustine's  may  idiecide  to  enter  a  team, 
say  in  February.  If  they  get  the  eligi- 
bility lists  in  by  March  15,  I  believe, 
end  can  make  satisfactory  arrange- 
ments to  play  12  conference  games,  they 
oould  qualify  for  the  championship. 
We  left  a  loophole  in  there  because 
that  might  happen. 

AnotheiT  recommendation  is  this,  that 
any  team  foi'feiting  a  conference  game 
will  be  subject  to  disqualification  from 
the  CIAA  championship  race. 

We  said  "subject  to  disqualification" 
because  there  may  be  some  extenuating 
circumstance,  and,  of  course,  I  imagine 
the  baseball  statisticians  will  have  to 
act  on  the  reason,  whether  or  not  it  is 
valid. 

Another  recommendation  was  this — 
and  this  is  the  fifth  recommendation: 

5.  That  if  a  game  Is  postponed  be- 
cause of  Inclement  weather,  this  infor- 
mation shouMi  be  telegraphed  immedi- 
ately to  the  basebaU  statistician. 

Now,  we  put  that  in  because  we  have 
no  control  over  weather  conditions,  and 
because  of  finances  and  distances  we 
have  to  travel  we  can't  always  make 
those  games  up  during  a  short  baseball 
season.  We  figure  that  by  reporting 
the  inclement  condition,  this  game 
would  neither  count  against  nor  for 
any  team  competing  for  the  champion- 
ship. I  guess  most  of  you  see  what  T 
am  getting  at. 

That  concluded  our  recommendations 
up  to  that  point. 

The  committee  had  quite  a  discus- 
sion over  a  problem  that  was  presented, 
and  after  hashing  it  over  for  a  while 
we  decided  that  we  would  have  to  pre- 
sent it  to  this  body  in  order  to  get  va- 
rious opinions  about  it.  This  is  It: 

The  Baseball  Committee  is  mterested 
in  stimulating  greater  Interest  In  col- 
legiate baseball  in  the  CIAA,  and  inter- 
conference  and  national  play.  The 
CIAA  should  have  an  opportunity  to 
be  represented  in  NCAA  baseball 
tournament  competition,  in  other  words, 
have  a  team  in  the  NCAA  play-offs. 

Because  we  discussed  this  thing  so 


thoroughly,  we  decided  to  make  some 
recommendations,  and  one  of  them  is 
this: 

The  committee  recommends  that  as 
of  the  current  ooUegiate  baseball  sea- 
son, an  inter-conference  tournament 
schedule  be  developed  which  would  be 
gmredj  to  the  selection  of  the  top  team 
among  the  four  Negro  Conferences, 
and  it  is  also  possible  that  a  team  or 
teams  at  large  would  be  included  in 
the  tournament  framework. 

The  Committee  further  recommends 
that  a  special  Baseball  Tournament 
Committee  toe  appointed  to  begin  im- 
mediately to  work  out  the  details  and 
establish  the  machinery  for  the  inter- 
conference  basebaU  toiirnament.  In 
establishing  this  tournament  and  con- 
cucting  it,  the  champion  of  the  tourna- 
ment, providing  it  met  the  require- 
ments of  the  NCAA  tournament. 

The  Baseball  Committee  recommends 
that  the  special  Baseball  Tournament 
Committee  consider  ways  and  means 
foi-  financing  the  program.  A  repre- 
sentative of  Sports  Enterprise  and  the 
St.  Louise  Browns  have  expressed  an 
interest  in  underwriting  the  tourna- 
ment project.

COMMITTEE  ON  BOXING 
AND  WRESTLING 

K.  E.  Brown 

Mr.  Chairman,  this  is  a  brief  report 
on  the  results  of  the  1951  CIAA  box- 
ing and  wrestling. 

It  was  agreed  at  our  last  CIAA  meet- 
ing in  December  of  1951  that  the  15th 
annual  CIAA  Boxing  and  Wrestling 
Touranment  would  be  held  on  March 
15,  16,  and  17  at  Shaw  University, 
Raleigh,  Nortli  Carolina. 

The  administration  at  Shaw  Uni- 
versity accepted  the  invitation  on  that 
date  and  arrangements  were  made  im- 
mediately, giving  all  details  in  regard 
to  conference  promotion  aid  and  what 
obligations  O'f  the  institution  will  be 
to  the  conference. 

Approximately  two  weeks  after  our 
conference  meeting,  I  receivefi  notifi- 
cation from  coaches  Barnes  and  Hart 
of  Howard  University  that  the  CIAA 
c3aampionships  conflicted  with  their  ex- 
amination period,  and  unless  the  date 
was  changed  they  would  not  be  able 
to  attend  the  conference  meet.  In  Order 
to  fulfill  their  request,  the  committee 
gave  their  consent  to  changing  the 
tournament  date  to  March  1,  2,  3. 

There  were  10  schools  represented 
in  the  CIAA  championship,  and  team 
championships,  and  scores  were  as  fol- 
lows:

The  Sixteenth  Annual  Boxing  and 
Wrestling  Tournament  will  be  held  on 
February  28,  and  29,  and  March  1,  at 
Shaw  University,  Raleigh,  North  Caro- 
lina. 

In  addition,  the  committee  makes  the 
following  recommendations,  that  two 
weight  classes,  115  pounds  and  191 
pounds,  be  added  to  the  Wrestling

COMMITTEE  ON  SWIMMING 
T.  F.  Johnson 

This  is  the  swinmiing  report  for  the 
year  1951. 

Report  on  the  championship  meet 
held  at  Hampton  on  March  3,  1951: 
There  were  13  events.  First,  we  had 
better  tell  you  how  the  outcome  was. 

Tennessee  won  the  championsihip 
meet  and  the  mythical  title  among 
Negro  Colleges  who  are  sponsoring 
swimming.  Tennessee  won  with  105 
points;  Howard  had  72;  Hampton,  32; 
and  West  Virginia  19. 

There  were  13  events  in  the  proga-am, 
and  1500  meters  were  swum  for  the  first 
time.  This,  incidentally,  follows  very 
closely,  or  is  the  pattern  of  the  NCAA 
program,  with  one  exception,  that  we 
do  not  compete  in  the  high  board  div- 
ing. All  of  the  other  events  are  not  in- 
cluded except  that,  by  the  inclusion  of 
the  1500  meter.  That,  incidentally,  was 
won  by  Frank  Steward  of  Tennessee. 

Five  new  records  were  set  in  the 
championship  meet.  They  were  as  fol- 
lows. 

The  400-yard  free-style  relay,  in  the 
best  time  ever  since  this  championship 
meet  has  been  going  on,  3  minutes, 
5-8/10  seconds,  won  by  Temnessee. 

The  next  record  was  the  100-yard 
backstroke,  won  by  Jack  Knoll  of  Ten- 
nessee, 1  minute,  9-5/10  seconds. 

Next  was  the  100-yard  breaststroke, 
won  by  Howard,  1  minute,  13-3/10 
seconds. 

The  100-yard  free-style  had  a  new  re- 
cord set  in  the  semi-finals  by  Clarence 
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PeoideltonL  of  Howard.  The  winning 
time,  incidentally,  for  the  freestyle 
event,  was  5B-&/10  s&conas. 

'line  loo-yai-d  maiviawM  med'iey  was 
won  oy  Ciiaitsiice  i^enueiuon  oi  iiowaiu, 
witJi  a  new  record  tune  oi  1.49  xxunutes. 

'ine  cOiTnroetjjti'oaa  m  tne  swiuimia^ 
ohjamipioijis(nj.p  has  ibeen  very,  very  fine, 
aoa  it  has  Deen  uniproving  each  yeai',  as 
these  new  records  would  indicate.  How- 
ever, the  same  lour  teams  have  l>een 
pai^oicipating  for  four  seasons  and  we 
don't  seem  to  be  able  to  get  other 
scnools  itoitereated  in  swimming,  or  for 
oiJher  reasons  we  haveuit  gotten  bhera 
in.  We  dio  extend  the  invitation  thai 
even  if  you  can't  participate  in  dual 
meets,  mayioe  there  are  one  or  more 
students  in  your  instiitutions  who  would 
be  able  to  siwim  in  tiie  championship 
meets.  The  competition  is  open  foi 
them,  and  we  extend  the  Invitation 
for  them  to  enter. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  meet 
this  year  be  held  at  Howard  University, 
on  Fet>raary  28  and  29  and  March  1. 

It  is  further  recomm)ended  tihat  the 
CIAA  underwrite  the  program  for  the 
sum  of  $300.

This  is  just  a  brief  report  on  soccer, 
OS  only  two  schools,  Howard  and  Lin- 
coln competed  in  two  meets. 

Howard's  soccer  team  was  late  get- 
ting started  and  as  a  result  some  of 
the  games  had  to  be  canceled.  Five 
games  were  played,  however,  and  two 
local  coUeges,  Georgetown  and  Catholic 
University,  played  on  Howard's  campus 
for  the  first  time.  Howard  also  braugiht 
one  of  the  finest  soccer  teams  ever  to 
play  in  Wasihington,  a  team  from  the 
Brazilian  Navy,  which  was  on  a  cruise 
and  the  battleship  was  anchored  In 
Philadielphla  Harber.

attending  the  clinic  will  not  be  per- 
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mJited  to  work  games  unless  a  eatls- 
fac'tory  excuse  is  filed  to  the  sa/tiafac- 
tion  of  the  commissioner  of  football 
officials.

Officials  will  be  eligible  when  they 
are  reoooranended  by  their  boards,  pass 
a  wiutten  examinaition  prepared  and 
given  by  the  Affiliated  Boards  of  Of- 
ficials, an  oral  test  and  a  practdoal  test. 

No  affiliated  Board  memiber  would  be 
permitted  to  work  any  college  within 
the  area  covei-ed  by  the  ABO,  'onle^ 
the  said  college  had  requested  our  ser- 
vices or  unless  he  was  assigmed  to  the 
gamp  by  the  Commdss-ioner. 

Tth'is  is  the  second  one.  This  doesnt 
deal  nec6ssa.rlly  wiltlh  the  basketball 
commissioner  system : 

That  the  allowtance  for  meate  for  of- 
flc'als  be  no  more  than  $1.50  per  meal. 


That  is  for  any  sport,  wiheCher  it  is 
basketball  or  football,  ilhat  the  offic- 
ials are  not  to  charge  ony  more  than 
$1.50  for  a  meal.  They  can  charge  le-ss, 
but  no  more. 

That  a  committee  from  the  Commit- 
tee on  Certification  of  Officials  be  ap- 
pointed annually  to  meet  with  the 
grievance  committee  of  the  Affiliated 
Boards  of  Officials. 

I  would  also  like  to  add  to  this  com- 
missioner system,  under  the  basketball 
system  heiiC,  that  the  Affiliated  Boai-ds 
have  suggested  two  names,  one  as  com- 
missioner for  each  area:  Mr.  Frank 
Burnett  for  Area  1,  and  M^.  Burr  for 
Area  2. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONER 
OF  FOOTBALL  OFFICIALS 

Benjamin  Washington,  Commissioner 

Mr.  President  and  Mem^bers  of  the 
CIAA:  May  I  submit  the  following  re- 
port as  a  part  of  the  work  of  my  cdfice 
for  the  year  1951. 

First,  may  I  assui'e  you  that  much 
efficient  service  was  rendered  me  this 
year  by  the  newly  elected  assdsibant,  Mr. 
R.  D.  Armstrong,  who  has  worked  sea- 
son and  out  of  season  in  excellent  co- 
operation with  my  ofdlce,  and,  but  for 
his  unusual  skill  and  zeal,  suocess  of 
our  work  this  year  could  not  have  been 
accomiplished. 

Secondly,  the  entire  mianagement  of 
tihe  CIAA  clinic  at  Durham,  North  Oaro- 
lino,  in  September  1&51,  under  his  di- 
rection, with  the  most  excellent  detail 
handling  by  the  Piedmont  Board  erf 
Of  f  iciais,  madte  this  what  I  consider  the 
very  best  clinic  in  our  history,  moie  otf 
which  will  be  explained  by  Mr.  Arm- 
stixjng  in  person  following  my  report. 

New  Officials:  Realizing  the  need 
of  additional  officials  on  the  gridiron 
as  replacements  for  some  of  our  men 
who  are  not  keeping  up  to  the  stand- 
ards of  offiolatiinig,  tJiere  were  .added  to 
our  list  of  boys  in  white  for  the  season 
11951,  four  mien  to  the  West  Virginia 
Board,  four  to  the  Harold  D.  Maxtin 
Board  in  Roanoke,  Virginia,  and  several 
to  other  boards  in  different  geograph- 
ical areas,  to  meet  the  needs  there. 

Practically  all  of  these  new  men 
were  given  a  few  assignments  during  the 
present  season,  and  as  a  whole  we  feel 
that  'the  experiment  was  wcTth  while, 
for  most  of  them  received  efficiency  rat- 
ings that  were  reasonably  exoedted  ior 
their  first  year,  under  strict  obsea-va- 
tion  and  critical  evaluiation  by  the 
coaches  for  the  teams  for  which  they 
officiated. 

A  few  more  men  of  pa-oven  atoillty 
added  to  our  list,  after  screening  them 
lor  the  beiSt  material,  will  place  us  'Jrt 
a  position  to  retire  those  amtong  the 
boys  m  white  who  are  definitely  fail- 
ing to  meet  the  reQuirements  of  tihe 


two  Commissioners  and  of  the  sev- 
eral coaches. 

New  Busdniess  Procedure:  Prior  to  the 
opening  of  the  1951  football  season, 
every  official  who  was  assigined  to 
games  was  directed  to  miail  to  the  hiost 
school  a  notice  of  his  expected  ar- 
rival, approximated  expense  itenns,  and 
other  data  Whidh  would  permit  the 
business  department  of  the  sdhool 
ample  time  to  have  ready  the  proper 
compensation  for  such  officials  immed- 
iately at  the  close  of  the  game,  there- 
by avoiding  much  confusion  in  settling 
the  question  of  finance.  By  anid  large, 
this  has  been  done,  and  in  most  in- 
stances the  home  school  and  the  of- 
ficials have  been  happy  to  meet  tjhe 
situation  with  much  benefit  to  aU  per- 
sons concermed. 

We  nipped  in  the  bud  those  officials 
who,  through  miscalculation  or  other- 
wise, sent  in  expense  items  definitely  at 
variance  with  current  prices,  thanks 
to  the  alertness  of  several  coaches. 

Mindful  of  the  trend  in  fixing  games 
and  other  phases  of  unethical  practices 
in  our  sports  world,  we  are  determined 
to  see  there  shall  be  no  scandal  in  the 
CIAA. 

Integrating  Officals:  Because  of  our 
close  association  with  the  NCAA  Foot- 
ball Rules  Committee  and  with  the 
National  Association  of  Collegiate  Com- 
missioners, we  have  been  unable  to 
keep  our  own  boys  in  white  and  coaches 
informed  up  to  date  in  the  very  latest 
interpretations  of  football  rules  direct 
from  headquarters,  and,  in  the  me- 
chanics of  officiating,  we,  too.  have 
been  in  the  vanguard,  being  among 
the  very  first  conferences  to  introduce 
on  the  gridiron  the  down  the  field 
referee  on  certain  plays  where  the  field 
judge  becomes  the  acting  referee,  us- 
ing, when  necessary,  tihe  wlhistle. 
And  this  has  confused  quite  a  few 
coaches  who  were  not  aware  of  such 
a  thing  as  the  down  the  field  referee. 

With  this  innovation  thoroughly  in- 
culcated among  the  officials,  we  have 
th^s  year  freely  integrated  men  from 
different  boards  of  officials  in  many 
games,  and  the  results  have.  In  the 
main,  been  entirely  satisfactory. 

Changed  Evaluating  Procedure :  Bases 
for  evaluating  the  efficiency  of  football 
officials  have  been  radically  changed 
from  the  old  system,  which  is  still 
followed  by  some  coaches. 

Personality  conflicts  have  no  place  in 
modern  criteria  of  determining  one's 
efficiency,  nor  do  inherent  personality 
traits  affect  the  caliber  of  work  on 
the  gridiron.  Therefore,  there  have 
been  adopted  the  following  basis  ex- 
pectations of  good  officiating: 

(a)  Ability  to  handle  players  in  a 
firm,  fair,  and  friendly  fashion. 

<b)  Knowledge,  understanding,  and 
application  of  the  rules. 
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(c)  Knowledge  of  and  adherence  to 
approved  mechanics. 

Next  j^ar  these  standards  'Will  be  ob- 
served by  coaches  in  evaluating  football 
officials  on  the  gridiron. 

The  Compeniiium:  It  is  with  unusual 
pride  that  we  call  to  your  attention  a 
release  from  one  of  my  boys  in  white 
during  the  season,  which  represents  the 
thoroughness  of  the  men  who  appear 
on  the  gridiron  as  arbitei-s  of  the 
game. 

After  many,  many  hours  of  Inten- 
sive study  and  compilation  of  facts 
and  procedures  in  our  conference  relat- 
ing to  officials.  Dr.  Thomas  Hender- 
son, one  of  my  boys  in  white — and  a 
very  efficient  one  at  that  —  has  as- 
sembled information  of  s^pecial  signific- 
ance to  all  directors  of  athletics,  head 
football  coaches,  and  field  officals. 

This  leaflet  Is  now  in  the  hands  of 
all  persons  immediately  concerned,  un- 
der the  title  of,  "What  the  CIAA  lEoc- 
pects  in  the  Coruiuct  of  Intercollegiate 
Football."  It  is  our  guiding  light  for 
years  to  come,  and  we  sincerely  hope 
that  it  has  received  its  due  recognition 
from  all  of  you  as  an  integral  part  of 
the  success  that  has  cemented  our 
entire  organization  and  the  Affiliated 
Poards  of  Officals  into  a  well-solidified 
conference. 

If  you  do  not  have  a  copy,  I  will 
{rlady  supply  you  at  once,  as  you  can 
not  properly  perform  the  duties  of  your 
office  without  knowing  the  Important 
features  of  this  document. 

Now,  I  want  to  put  in  your  hands 
again  your  evaluating  cards  for  the 
officials.  We  have  reduced  this  to 
Division  1  and  Division  2  this  year, 
as  you  have  your  football  teams,  the 
first  eight  and  the  second  eight.  And 
with  these  in  your  hands,  I  want  to  go 
over  them  with  you  and  show  you  what 
we  think  has  resulted  in  the  last  three 
or  four  years  —  definitely  improved 
field  -work,  defintely.  And,  with  that, 
will  pass  these  out  to  you. 

(Distributing  documents) 

We  have  here  a  study  of  coaches' 
ratings  of  officals  for  the  season  1951. 
First  is  the  name  of  the  school,  and 
in  the  next  column,  "Games  Reported," 
where  you  see  "int"  it  refers  to  inter- 
conference  games.  The  next  column 
.should  be  four  times  that  "No.  of  rat- 
ings." The  third  column  shows  how 
you  coaches  markeii  men  as  "Excellent." 
ilhis  particular  year  Lincoln  had,  as  you 
s'^e,  six  games,  with  24  ratings.  And 
Lincoln  says  "Twenty-three  of  those 
field  performances  by  the  boys  in 
white,  Bennie,  Were  excellent,  and  one 
was  very  good."  Now  you  can  see  why 
every  offical  in  the  CIAA  says,  "Ben- 
nie, send  me  to  Lincoln.  I  know  I'll 
get  a  high  rating." 

Hampton  has  marked  9  games,  one 


of  which  was  an  interconference  game. 
There  are  36  ratings.  They  said  29  of 
the  performances  there  were  excellent, 
and  7  were  very  good. 

Morgan  had  8  games  reported,  32 
ratings,  22  "Excellent,"  8  "Very  Good," 
and  2  "Good." 

All  the  way  down  you  will  see  there 
were  a  number  of  schools  which  marked 
the  officials  "Excellent."  all  the  way 
down.  Five  schools,  I  believe,  did  not 
consider  anybody  excellent.  I  think 
the  ratings  indicate  that  you  feel  that 
the  officals  are  doing  a  better  job  as 
a  whole. 

In  the  last  column,  "Poor,"  six  schools 
considered  the  performance  on  a  cer- 
tain day  by  a  certain  offical  as  being 
poor.  I  have  seen  Jackie  Robinson 
strikeout;  I  have  seen  Babe  Ruth 
strikeout.  But  this  is  your  evaluating 
of  those  men. 

Is  Mr.  Blount  here? 

Two  cards  were  mailed  by  you,  Mr. 
Blount,  without  the  necessai-y  stamps, 
and  they  were  late  coming  in.  So.  op- 
posite "St.  Paul"  -will  you  add  2  games 
making  it  7  instead  of  5  games,  and 
change  the  number  of  reports  to  28,  and 
the  4  "Good"  ratings  to  12.  Now,  since 
there  were  8  ratings  of  "Good,"  that 
percentage  for  St.  Paul  goes  from  76 
to  61. 

Yestenday  I  received  from  West  Vir- 
ginia State  College  a  belated  rating, 
which  changes  Virginia — or,  rather. 
West  Virgina,  to  6  games,  24  ratings. 
All  of  them  were  "Excellent."  which 
puts  West  Virginia  to  81  percent  for 
the  season. 

Now,  those  eight  teams  in  the  first 
division  are  practical  the  same  as  your 
CIAA  standings  at  the  end  of  the  sea- 
son, strange  to  say — very,  very  unusual. 
So,  boys,  you  know  what  to  do. 

Now,  down  below,  for  1951  there  were 
35  percent  of  the  ratings  marked  "Ex- 
cellent," the  highest,  I  think,  since  I 
have  been  Commissioner.  There  were 
45  percent  marked  "Very  Good."  16 
percent  "Good,"  as  compared  to  33  per- 
cent in  1950,  Under  "Fair"  for  1950 
were  4  percent.  This  year,  out  of  468 
ratings,  only  10  were  marked  "Fair." 

I  have  a  very  amusing  case  here  of 
a  coach  who  sent  me,  on  October  26,  the 
ratings  for  the  four  officials:  "Referee — 
Good;  Umpire  —  Good:  Linesman  — 
Good;  Field  Judge  —  Grood."  He  for- 
got that  he  had  sent  the  ratings  in 
and  sent  In  another  card  exactly  ten 
days  later:  Referee  —  Excellent:  Um- 
pire —  Excellent;  Linesman  —  EJxcel- 
lent;  Field  Judge  —  Excellent." 

Yes,  he  won  the  game. 

Another  card  read:  Referee  —  Fair; 
Umpire  —  Poor;  Linesman  —  Poor; 
Field  Judge  —  Fair."  The  op!X>sing 
coach,  same  game:  "Referee  —  Excel- 
lent; Umpire  —  Excellent;  Linesman  — 
Excellent;  Field  Judge  ~  Very  Good.' 


Now  gentlemen,  this  seems  to  indicate 
that  you  are  not  evaluating  the  men  on 
their  performances  on  the  field;  you 
are  evaluating  them  on  some  incident 
that  idoesn't  appeal  to  you. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  all  of  your  rat- 
ings for  ail  the  games  in  parallel 
columns  I  will  gladly  talk  to  you  pri- 
vately, if  you  wish. 

REPORT   OF   ASSISTANT  COMMIS- 
SIONER OF  FOOTBALL 
OFFICIALS 

R.  D.  Armstrong 

Mr.  President.  Mr.  Washington,  mem- 
bers of  the  CIAA: 

First  of  all,  I  want  to  say  that  I  am 
deeply  moved  by  what  Mr.  Ben  Wash- 
ington said  about  me.  I  also  want  to 
assure  you  that  I  can't  point  out  these 
things  as  emphatically  as  Mr.  Washing- 
ton, but  I  do  want  to  give  you  this 
report  of  the  office  with  which  I  have 
helped  during  the  last  12  months. 

This  report  will  be  made  in  three 
areas  dealing  with  the  Office  of  the 
Assistant  Commissioner  of  Football  Of- 
ficals. Ai-ea  No.  1  will  deal  primarily 
with  the  co-ordination  of  this  office 
and  that  of  the  Commissioner.  Area 
No.  2  will  deal  with  the  football  clinic 
and  examination  held  last  fall  in  Dur- 
ham. The  third  area  will  include  some 
recommendations. 

Since  the  early  part  of  1941,  Mr. 
Washintgon  and  I  have  been  in  close 
contact  relative  to  matters,  pertaining 
to  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  foot- 
ball officials  in  the  CHAA.  We  began 
laying  the  groundwork  for  the  clinic 
in  March.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Affili- 
ated Boards  in  Durham  in  March,  the 
Piedmont  Board  invited  the  confer- 
ence, through  the  Commissioner,  to 
hold  a  clinic  there. 

The  invitation  was  accepted,  and  a 
committee  from  the  Piedmont  Board 
met  with  Mr.  Washington,  Mr.  Single- 
ton, and  myself  at  Petersburg,  Virginia, 
on  July  28,  to  formulate  detailed  plans 
for  the  clinic.  Representing  the  Pied- 
mont Board  were  Mr.  F.  G.  Burnette 
and  Mr.  Bob  Carnegie.  The  dates  of 
September  8  and  9  were  definitely  set; 
and  a  tentative  program  agreed  upon. 
During  the  latter  part  of  August,  no- 
tices were  sent  to  aU  certified  men, 
announcing  the  complete  program. 

The  clinic  got  under  way  Saturday 
morning,  September  8,  with  a  general 
discussion  of  the  rules  and  rules 
changes.  This  discussion  was  in  charge 
of  a  prominent  Southern  Conference 
Official.  Later  in  the  morning,  the 
larger  group  broke  itself  down  into 
four  smaller  groups,  the  referees  um- 
pires, linesmen,  and  field  judges,  and 
each  group  also  had  a  discussion.  The 
discussions  were  continued  after  the 
lunch  period  and  until  around  3:30, 
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when  the  meeting  was  adjourned  In 
order  that  the  men  could  dress  and 
report  to  the  Durham  Athletic  Park 
for  tests,  which  included  the  50-yard 
dash,  signal  drills,  and  unifonn  inspec- 
tion. Sixty-two  men  participated  in 
i,his  event. 

At  7:00  o'clock  that  evening,  a  regu- 
lation game  was  played  between  Hill- 
side High  of  Durham,  and  Lincoln  High 
of  Chapel  Hill.  A  group  of  four  offici- 
als remained  in  the  stands  in  their 
respective  position  groups,  along  with 
their  chiefs.  This  was  done  in  order 
to  point  out  the  weak  and  strong 
points  of  the  men  in  the  field,  and 
after  each  quarter  those  men  returned 
to  their  respective  chiefs  for  criticism. 

Afterwards,  there  was  a  meal  at  which 
Dr.  Paul  Moore,  President  of  the  CIAA, 
was  guest  speaker. 

Sunday  morning,  39  men  assembled 
in  the  North  Carolina  College  Gym  and 
took  an  examination  prepared  by  the 
Coiimiissioners.  The  examination  con- 
sisted of  two  parts,  one  part  of  50 
questions  on  the  rules,  and  another  of 
50  questions  on  mechanics.  Those  tak- 
ing the  test  were  assigned  numbers 
which  were  used  on  the  test  papers. 

The  scores  on  Part  ranged  from  98 
out  of  a  possible  100  to  33  out  of  a  pos- 
sible 100.  In  Part  2,  Mechanics,  the 
scores  ranged  from  78  out  of  a  pos- 
sible 100  to  26.  In  Part  1 — that  is  the 
rules — the  largest  number  fell  between 
88  and  76,  and  on  Part  2,  the  largest 
number  fell  between  64  and  50. 

These  scores  were  sent  immediately 
to  the  various  boards  for  distribution 
to  the  individual  members  who  took  the 
tests.  We  believe  that  the  results  of 
the  clinic  are  reflected  in  the  efficiency 
ratings  of  the  coaches  during  the  sea- 
son— and  this  is  in  repetition,  to  some 
extent,  of  Mr.  Washington's  report.  Out 
of  a  total  of  400  ratings,  the  number 
reported,  137  were  rated  "Excellent," 
186  were  rated  "Very  Good,"  61  as 
"Good,"  8  as  "Fair,"  and  8  as  "Poor." 
On  a  percentage  basis,  35  percent  were 
ratetd  "Excellent"  this  year,  compared 
to  34  percent  last  year. 

The  largest  percentage  gain  was  45 
percent  as  "Vei"y  Good"  this  year,  com- 
pared with  27  percent  last  year.  With 
this  increase  in  the  "Very  Good"  col- 
umn, a  decrease  was  naturally  noticed 
in  the  "Good"  column,  which  showed 
16  percent  this  year,  compared  with 
33  percent  last  year.  The  "Pair"  col- 
umn showed  a  decrease  to  2  percent 
this  year,  compared  to  4  percent  last 
year,  and  the  "Poor"  column  remain- 
ed the  same,  at  2  percent. 

During  the  football  season,  I  visited 
a  number  of  games  to  talk  with  men 
personally  about  their  problems,  and 
I  am  happy  to  report  that  they  are 
anxious  to  continue  their  efforts  to  im- 


prove and  give  better  service.  In  order 
that  our  officials  may  continue  to  im- 
prove, I  wish  to  submit  for  your  con- 
sideration the  following  recommenda- 
tions: 

No.  1:  That  the  clinic  be  continued' 

No.  2:  That  the  clinic  be  made  man- 
datory for  all  certified  men; 

No.  3:  Men  who  are  unable  to  at- 
tend the  clinic  furnish  the  Commis- 
sioner an  excuse  from  their  supexior.j 
or  their  doctors  or  their  employers; 

No.  4:  That  assignments  for  the  cur- 
rent football  season  not  be  announced 
until  after  the  clinic;  and 

No.  5:  That  funds  be  made  availab'e 
to  the  Commissioner's  Office  for  travel, 
in  order  that  the  Commissioner  and 
Assistant  Commissioner  can  visit  games 
throughout  the  conference  and  observe 
officals  at  work. 

REPORT  OF  THE  CIAA 
BASEBALL  STATISTICIAN 

T.  F.  Johnson 

Mr.  President,  this  is  the  baseball 
report  for  the  competitive  season  of 
1951.  Team  Performances:  A.  &  T.  Col- 
lege won  the  1951  CIAA  baseball 
championship.  The  Aggies  won  11 
games  and  lost  only  1  contest.  Dela- 
ware State  College  threw  them  for 
their  only  loss  at  Greensboro,  by  a 
score  of  5  to  4. 

Under  the  heading  "Batting,"  A.  &  T. 
with  a  batting  percentage  of  .304  was 
best  among  the  seven  clubs.  Winston- 
Salem,  with  an  average  of  .245,  and 
Howard*,  with  .225,  were  second  and 
third  respectively. 

In  the  area  of  extra  base  hits,  the 
1951  champions  had  26  doubles,  8 
triples,  and  7  home  runs.  North  Caro- 
lina College  had  16  doubles,  Howard 
had  5  triples,  and  West  Virginia  had  6 
home  runs. 

North  Carolina  College  players  were 
most  skilled  at  working  opposing  pitch- 
ers for  the  valuable  base  on  balls. 
They  were  successful  in  getting  55 
passes.  Shaw  and  A.  &  T.  received 
43  each.  Nine  Shaw  hitters  got  to 
first  base  via  the  hit-by-pitcher  route, 
and  A.  &  T.  followed  with  7  hit  bats- 
men. A.  &  T.,  out  of  39  stolen  bases 
had  the  remarkable  recoixl  of  being 
only  caught  stealing  once.  Shaw,  out 
cf  36  attempts,  was  caught  stealing 
on  four  occasions. 

North  Carolina  College  hitters  were 
guilty  of  banging  into  13  double  plays, 
while  A.  &  T.  followed  for  a  close 
second  with  10.  In  the  matter  of 
team  defense,  they  handled  563  chances 
with  only  46  micues,  for  a  team  per- 
centage of  .918.  Delaware  was  nex!;, 
with  .895,  Shaw  with  .891,  and  West 
Virgina  with  .890. 

iTihe  greatest  number  of  errors  were 


made  by  North  Carolina  College,  57. 
A.  &  T.  clicked  off  18  double  plays, 
to  lead  in  this  defensive  department. 
North  Carolina  College  was  second 
with  9. 

In  the  area  of  pitching,  which  is  very 
important  to  college  baseball,  A.  &  T. 
pitchers  established  a  .916  average. 
However,  in  the  ERA  section,  earned 
run  average,  Shaw  led  the  league  with 
a  1.80  earned  run  average.  A.  &  T. 
was  a  close  second,  with  a  1.85  ERA. 

There  were  only  two  shut- cuts  in 
the  66  games  played.  Howard  Uni- 
versity was  the  victim  on  both  oc- 
casions, falling  before  A.  &  T.  by  11 
to  0  score,  and  West  Virgina  by  a  score 
of  8  to  0. 

North  Carolina  hurlers  were  the  most 
generous  in  surrendering  hits.  They 
gave  up  104.  Opposing  batsmen  worked 
West  Virginia  hurlers  for  91.  Shaw,  as 
their  E^RA  supports,  gave  up  less  hits, 
57,  than  any  other  club  in  the  league. 
North  Carolina  hit  more  batsmen,  8, 
and  gave  up  more  bases  on  balls,  63, 
than  any  other  club.  They — North 
Carolina  College — on  the  other  hand, 
ranked  third  for  striking  out  enemy 
batsmen.  A.  &  T.  struck  out  110  lai- 
men,  Shaw  was  second  with  66,  and 
North  Carolina  Colelge  was  third  with 
a  total  of  55.  North  Carolina  College 
pitchers  gave  up  the  greatest  number 
of  runs,  95;  46  were  earned.  Shaw's 
hurlers  gave  up  26  runs  with  14  earned. 

In  the  run  production  department, 
A.  &  T.  had  116  runs.  North  Carolina 
College  scored  74,  and  West  Virginia 
and  Howard  University  each  scored  57. 

Tor  individual  Performances,  and 
especially  batting,  West  Virginia's  center 
fielder,  Hawkins,  won  the  batting  title 
with  an  average  of  .471.  Other  lead- 
ing hitters,  their  schools,  batting  aver- 
ages and  positions,  are  as  follows: 

Meadows,  No.  2,  that  is  as  catcher,

Brown,  Position  6,  batting  average 
.400,  from  Winston-Salem. 

Ramsey  of  Delaware,  shortstop,  .400. 

Goodson,  playing  shortstop  and  first 
base  for  Howard  University,  .379. 

Battle  from  Shaw,  pitching  and  play- 
ing shortstop,  .363. 

Canada,  pitcher  for  A.  &  T.  .350. 

Rouse,  right  field  for  A.  &  T.,  .339. 

Jones,  playing  third  base  and  sec- 
ond base  for  Howard,  .333. 

Neverson,  catching  and  playing  right 
field  for  Howard,  .333. 

Wycliffe,  Winston  -  Salem,  playing 
left  field  and  center  field,  .333. 

Morgan,  A.  &  T.  center  fielder,  scor- 
ed 21  runs  to  lead  the  league.  Team- 
mates Meadows  and  Roues  shared  top 
honors  with  19  hits  each.  Morgan 
was  a  close  third  with  18.  Thus  A.- 
&  T.  dominated  this  offensive  area. 

Meadows  and  Margnn  of  A.  &  T. 
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collected  6  doubles  each.  Hill  of  Dela- 
ware, Goodson  of  Howard  University, 
and  Hair  of  A.  &  T.,  each  had  two 
triples.  Smith  of  A.  &  T.  led  with  4 
home  runs.  No  other  player  got  more 
than  one  home  run  out  of  66  games 
played. 

Ramsey  of  Delaware  received  the 
most  passes,  bases  on  balls,  that  is, 
9.  Petteway  of  North  Carolina  College 
was  second,  with  8. 

Delaware's  pitcher  Mitchell  and  A. 
&  T.'s  catcher,  Meadows  were  the  most 
vulnerable  to  the  tight  pitch.  Mitchell 
was  hit  on  four  occasions,  and  Meadows 
three  times. 

Smith,  center  field  of  A.  &  T.,  batted 
in  16  runs  to  take  the  RBI  honors. 
Wycliffee,  left  fielder  of  Winston-Salem, 
was  second  with  12  RBI. 

Morgan  of  A.  &  T.  led  on  stolen 
bases.  Wycliffe  was  runner  up  to 
Morgan's  13,  with  a  total  of  11  stolen 
bases. 

In  fielding,  16  players  had  perfect 
fielding  records.  Of  these  players  H.  P. 
Phillips  of  West  Virginia,  and  the 
greatest  number  of  chances,  35. 

The  player  handling  the  most  num- 
ber of  chances  in  the  league  was  North 
Carolina  College's  first  baseman,  Jor- 
dan, with  125.  Jordan,  committed  7 
errors  and  had  an  average  of  .943. 

Meadows,  A.  &  T.  catcher,  handled 
114  chances  with  only  5  errors,  for  an 
average  of  .955. 

The  largest  number  of  error ts  com- 
mitted by  an  individual  player  was  by 
Simms  of  North  Carolina  College,  with 
10. 

Jordan  had  the  greatest  number  of 
put-outs,  112,  with  Braxton  of  A.  &  T. 
handling  104  put-outa. 

Two  pitchers  registered  the  greatest 
number  of  assists.  Haith  of  West  Vir- 
ginia was  credited  with  57,  and  Canada 
of  A.  &  T.  with  51. 

Still  on  pitching,  Battle  of  Shaw, 
based  on  his  appearance  in  only  two 
games,  had  the  best  ERA  average,  .864. 
However,  Martin  of  A.  &  T.  had  the 
best  W-L  record,  11-1,  with  a  per- 
centage of  1.000  and  an  ERA  of  1.58. 

Johnson  of  A.  &  T.  and  Edmonds  of 
Shaw  had  a  percentage  of  1.000,  but 
they  only  performed  in  two  games. 

The  work  horse  of  the  league  was 
Canada  of  A.  &  T.  Canada  pitched 
the  greatest  number  of  innings,  47, 
started  5  games  and  completed  4.  He 
did  relief  work  in  1,  won  4,  lost  1,  had 
a  percentage  of  .800  and  had  1  shut- 
out. He  faced  169  batters,  gave  up  35 
hits,  hit  2  batsmen,  and  gave  up  base- 
on-balls  to  20  batsmen.  He  struck  out 
63  batsmen  and  had  1  wild  pitch.  Of 
all  the  12  runs  gotten  off  his  pitching, 
only  9  were  earned,  and  his  ERA  was 
1.72. 

Haith  of  West  Virginia  faced  the  larg- 


est number  of  batters,  253.  Sutton  of 
North  Carolina  College  was  next  with 
209.  Haith  gave  up  the  most  hits,  73. 
Muncey  of  Shaw  issued  88  balls  fora 
oocal  of  22  passes. 

Canada's  63  strikeouts  topped  the 
list.  Haith  gave  up  the  largest  num- 
ber of  runs,  44,  and  the  greatest  num- 
Dei  of  earned  runs,  33. 

The  weakest  ERA  average,  7.13,  be- 
loiiged  to  Winston-Salem. 

A  more  detailed  picture  of  team  and 
individual  performances  can  be  obtain- 
ed by  a  close  analysis  of  the  statistical 
uata  in  this  report. 

I  won't  read  all  of  these  statistics 
in  football.  Some  of  them  may  be  of 
interest  to  you,  just  a  few. 

Tile  highest  number  of  points  scored 
in  the  season.  They  also  scored  the 
most  touch  downs,  28. 

A  &  T  scored  the  most  field  goals, 
and  the  most  extra  points  were 
scored  by  West  Virginia,  15,  and  North 
Carolina  was  second  with  14.  Safeties 
were  scored  by  Delaware  and  Virginia 
Union  and  Lincoln. 

Virginia  Union  led  in  first  downs, 
136.  West  Virginia  State  led  in  yaixis 
gained  in  scrimmage,  3,109  yards. 
Shaw  University,  forwards  attempted, 
160;  forwards  completed,  Union,  65; 
forwards  incomplete,  North  Carolina 
College,  89;  forwards  intercepted  — 
these  are  the  highest  in  each  of  these 
areas — Johnson  C.  Smith,  21. 

Yards  gained  by  forwards,  1,060  by 
Union.  Yards  gained  on  interception, 
346  by  North  Carolina  State  College. 

West  Virginia  State  led  in  the  num- 
ber of  punts,  337.  I  don't  have  the 
average. 

Yards  gained  by  punt  return:  Dela- 
ware State,  1,099  yards  gained  by 
punt  return. 

Kick-off  number,  Shaw  University, 
39.  Kick-off  run-backs,  Delaware  State, 
750  yards. 

Virginia  Union  led  in  fumbles,  54, 
and  also  led  in  fiunbles  recovered,  27. 

North  Carolina  College  led  in  penal- 
ties, 81,  and  led  in  loss  by  penalties, 
600  yards. 

Total  yarrls  gained,  West  Virginia 
State,  3,464  yards.  Total  yards  lost, 
North  Carolina  College,  782.  And  the 
net  gained  was  3,097  yards  by  West 
Virginia. 

On  individual  records,  I  won't  go 
through  all  of  them,  but  it  is  notice- 
able that  Roger  Morton  of  Virginia 
State  College  seems  to  be  one  of  the 
best  individual  performers.  In  carry- 
ing the  ball  in  one  game,  he  carried 
the  ball  five  times  for  101  yards,  and 
averaged  20.2  yards  per  try.  The  sec- 
ond in  that  department  was  Wilbur 
Wilson  of  Virginia  State.  He  carried 
the  ball  106  yards  in  7  attempts,  for 
an   average  of   15.1.   Morton  carried 


against  A  &  T,  and  Wilson  against 
Kampton. 

iviiics,  oi  Virginia  State,  was  the  best 
as  lar  as  total  yards  gained  this  sea- 
son. He  gained  an  average  of  11.2 
yards  i  8  games,  and  Morton  of  Vir- 
ginia 'tate  was  second  in  that  de- 
par  tme^it.  The  number  of  games  was 
8,  total  attempts  21,  total  yardage 
232,  and  his  average  per  try  was  11. 
So  one  school  had  the  two  best  ground 
gainers. 

Longest  runs:  Morton,  again,  Virginia 
State,  versus  A  &  T,  86  yards,  and 
second  longest,  Albert  Smith,  85  yards, 
Delaware  State  versus  Johnson  C. 
Smith.  That  was  from  scrimmage. 

In  kick-off  return,  Willie  Smith  was 
first  with  90  yards,  anid  Roger  Morton 
was  second  with  75  yards. 

In  punt  return,  Roger  Morton  was 
first  with  70  yards.  The  game  was  Vir- 
ginia State  versus  North  Carolina 
College.  Second  was  William  Hutton 
with  51  yards,  Hampton  versus  Vir- 
ginia Union. 

Intercepted  forward  passes,  Joe 
Battle,  101  yards.  North  Carolina  Col- 
lege versus  Smith;  second,  Willie 
Williams,  93  yards,  Winston-Salem 
versus  Johnson  C.  Smith. 

The  single  game  record  for  forward 
passing  was  William  JtcCullough  of 
Johnson  C.  Smith,  who  attempted  14 
and  completed  10. 

I  have  the  date  of  all  these  perform- 
ances, and  the  places.  I  am  just  not 
reading  them. 

The  total  game  record  was  by  Ran- 
som of  Delaware  State.  In  9  games 
he  attempted  75  passes,  completed  39; 
36  incomplete,  and  only  2  Interceptions. 

Touchdown  passes:  Most  by  WiUiam 
Jackson  of  A  &  T  College. 

Individual  points  per  game:  The 
highest  number  made  per  game  was 
14  by  Hayes  of  Winston-Salem.  The 
highest  number  of  extra  points  per 
game  was  15  by  Curry  of  West  Vir- 
ginia State.  Matthews  of  North  Caro- 
lina had  14.  William  Blakely  of  A  &  T 
led  in  field  goals,  with  2,  and  in  punt- 
ing, the  highest  punter  in  the  confer- 
ence was  Daluz  of  Delaware  with  42 
yards  per  punt.  Second  was  William 
Jackson  of  A  &  T  with  41. 

In  basketball  we  have  a  new  sheet, 
which  is  attached  as  a  third  page  to 
our  statistics,  in  which  you  have  the 
rank  in  ten  departments,  as,  for  In- 
stance, the  highest  game  score  made 
in  the  year.  Under  that,  opposite 
"Bluefield",  you  have  "84-4".  That 
means,  of  course,  that  84  was  the  fourth 
highest  score.  And  you  can  get  your 
institution's  rank  In  any  one  of  ten 
departments  by  looking  on  this  sheet. 

I  won't  go  over  all  the  statistics  in 
basketball,  except  I  might  mention 
that   the  highest   number  of  points 
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made  per  game,  pei-  season,  was  by 
Ingram  of  St.  Augustine's  College,  21.5 
points  per  game,  and  second  was 
I'homas  of  A  &  T  College  with  21.2 
per  game.  Then  was  Jones  of  Smith, 
18.9,  and  Smith  of  Lincoln,  18.2.  Mc- 
Clenny  of  A  &  T  had  17.9.  I  have  the 
rank  of  all  the  high  scorers  in  the  con- 
ference, the  31  highest. 

The  highest  individual  score  made 
by  any  one  man  this  season  was  by 
Mcklin  ol  St.  Paul's.  He  scored  40 
points  last  year  in  one  game,  and  A 
&  T's  Thomas  scored  38  for  second 
place.  Warlick  of  North  CaroUna 
scored  for  thii-d  place. 

The  free-throw  record  was  made 
by  Leach  of  Howard.  He  scored  all  free 
throws  in  the  game,  every  one  he  at- 
tempted, for  1.000.  I  believe  he  scored 
11  out  of  all.  Smith  of  Lincoln  was 
second  with  .923.  All  these  are  based 
on  10  or  more  free  throws  per  game.

REPORT   OF  NATIONAL  CLASSIC 
COMMITTEE 

C.  H.  Williams 

Mr.  Chairman  and'  Members  of  the 
CIAA:  I  wish  to  report  on  the  Second 
National  Classic.  First,  I  want  to  ex- 
press my  personal  thanks  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  who  worked  un- 
usually hard  this  year  to  try  to  make 
ihe  Classic  a  success,  and  their  work 
was  divided  so  that  each  member  had 
some  specific  thing  to  do.  The  mem- 
bership consists  of  Mr.  Rutherford 
of  West  Virginia  State,  Dr.  James  A. 
Moore,  Virginia  State,  Mr.  Burr  of 
Howard  University  and  Mr.  HiU  of 
Morgan  State  College. 

I  would  also  like  to  state  that  dur- 
ing the  meetings,  of  which  we  had  sev- 
eral, the  Secretary-Treasurer  and  the 
President  were  present  and  gave  us  all 
kinds  of  assistance. 

This  past  year  we  employed  the  ser- 
vices of  a  Certified  Public  Accountant. 
Mr.  Cunnmgham,  to  make  the  report 
and  to  study  into  all  the  activity  so 
there  would  be  no  question  on  our  part 
or  on  anybody  else's  that  the  money 
was  taken  in  is  all  accounted  for. 
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I  would  like  to  read  you  first  just 
a  statement  of  Mr.  Cunningham  in  this 
report: 

"Gentlemen,  I  have  examined  the  va- 
rious records  resulting  from  the  af- 
faii-s  connected  with  the  National  Clas- 
sic. October  20,  1951.  The  schedules  at- 
tached show  the  financial  stamding  of 
each  activity,  and  there  is  a  combined 
report  of  all  activities  as  of  October 
31,  1951.  In  addition,  there  is  a  sep- 
arate schedule,  a  list  of  checks  not 
cleared  through  the  Industrial  Bank 
as  of  October  31,  1951.  Along  with  a 
reconciliation  of  the  bank  account.  It 
is  my  understanding  there  is  a  possi- 
bility of  more  bills  being  presented  for 
payment,  ani  receipts  from  ads  in  the 
program  are  still  outstanding.  There 
being  no  way  to  accm'ately  detei"mine 
the  amount  of  these  transactions,  they 
therefore  could  not  be  a  part  of  this 
report.  The  money  from  outstanding 
ads  would  help  offset  the  loss  from  pro- 
gram sales,  and  the  bills  to  be  paid 
would  reduce  the  profit  from  the  foot- 
ball game.  In  the  past,  bills  have  been 
coming  in  two  aind  three  months  ai:&r 
the  classic.  Hence,  in  my  opinion  It 
is  not  wise  to  delay  the  report  longer. 

"Working  with  the  Committee  is  still 
a  pleasure,  as  usual,  and  I  will  be 
happy  to  furnish  you  with  further  in- 
formation." 

I  may  say  that  the  ads  he  was  talk- 
ing about  are  the  ads  of  CIAA  insti- 
tutions themselves,  and  the  committee 
decided  that  instead  of  having  the 
schools  send  a  check  for  the  ads,  it 
would  'deduct  that  amoimt  from  the 
amount  of  money  we  paid  the  schools  as 
their  part.  I  might  say  that  we  re- 
ceived, yesterday,  one  check  from  one 
of  the  schools,  and  we  sent  them  their 
full  amount  without  the  deduction. 

I  would  like  to  say  that  on  the  dance 
this  year  we  ran  into  a  little  difficulty 
The  Pire  Etepartment  representative 
and  one  of  the  policemen  in  charge 
stopped  about  1500  people  from  coming 
into  the  dance.  We  Implored,  begged, 
and  did  a  lot  of  other  things,  but  we 
couldn't  make  them  change  their 
minds.  So  instead  of  getting  $6,000 
from  the  dnace  as  we  got  last  year, 
we  had  that  loss  of  about  $2,000. 

The  income  from  the  game  was  $43,- 
043.  The  income  from  the  dance  was 
$4,673.50,  and  from  the  programs, 
SI  330. 

The  expenses  of  the  game  itself 
were  $30,535.47.  Of  that,  the  park  ex- 
penses and  the  government  tax  were 
$14,450  53.  Uncle  Sam  was  weighing 
heavily  upon  us  In  these  things.  The 
general  expenses  were  $2,094.86,  and  I 
would  like  to  explain  the  general  ex- 
pense. That  consisted  of  telephone, 
and  also  you  recall  that  in  the  begin- 


ning of  this  National  Classic  we  agi-eed 
to  pay  the  stockholders  for  those  notes. 
We  did  not  do  that  the  first  year,  but 
we  did  it  this  past  year,  and  that  was 
$1,560.70.  I  would  like  to  say  that  the 
CIAA  is  now  in  full  possession  of  the 
National  Classic  and  the  Committee 
has  some  very  definite  procedures  in 
mind,  if  they  conduct  the  game,  of 
trying  to  Increase  the  revenue. 

We  also  paid  the  rent  on  Florida 
Avenue,  which  has  been  used  as  head- 
quarters for  basketball  and  for  foot- 
ball, $482. 

You  recall  that  in  the  beginning  of 
the  National  Classic  it  was  the  poUcy 
that  the  money  would  be  divided.  First, 
the  net  profit  from  all  activities  was 
$10,825.52.  Of  course,  the  net  profit 
from  the  game  was  $12,940.35,  and 
from  the  dance  was  $495,  and  then  the 
$2,000  that  I  just  spoke  about,  general 
expense,  made  $13,042.49,  and  on  Octo- 
ber 31  we  had  $10,966.98.  We  have 
paid  the  competing  schools  $2,659.12, 
that  is.  Morgan  College  and  West  Vir- 
ginia, and  each  non-competing  school 
in  the  CIAA  will  get  $198.93. 

PROGRAM   OF   THE  NATIONAL 
ATHLETIC  STEERING 
COMMITTEE 

Mr.  H.  R.  Jefferson 

I  think,  first,  before  I  read  the  in- 
formation relative  to  the  National  Ath- 
letic Steering  Conmiittee,  I  might  give 
a  little  background. 

As  you  know,  the  National  Collegiate 
Athletic  Association  and  the  National 
Football  Coaches'  Association  met  in 
Dallas,  Texas,  last  January,  at  which 
time  the  delegates  from  Negro  insti- 
tutions were  advised  that  no  accommo- 
dations could  be  had,  either  for  meals 
or  lodging,  at  any  of  the  hotels  in 
Dallas,  and  that  it  would  be  impossible 
to  use  the  elevators,  and  that  all  of 
these  objectionable  features  were  man- 
datory. 

Many  of  us  who  have  attended  these 
meetings  for  a  long  number  of  years 
made  an  effort  to  adjust  these  differ- 
ences, but  we  had  no  luck.  In  the 
course  of  the  year,  some  of  us  who  felt 
this  situation  very  keenly,  felt  that  the 
time  had  come  when  we.  as  Negro 
members  of  the  National  Collegiate  As- 
sociation and  all  of  its  affiliates,  should 
tiT  to  do  something  to  ei"ase  this  situa- 
tion of  these  objectionable  conditions 

As  a  result,  we  immediately  began 
to  protest.  We  got  out  letters  asking 
other  members  to  protest,  and  also  con- 
tacted some  of  our  friends  at  some  of 
the  large  universities. 

In  the  case  of  the  National  Football 
Coaches'  Afisociation,  through  the  ef- 


forts of  Harvey  Harmon  of  Rutgers, 
we  were  able  to  get  passed  a  resolution 
that  no  meetings  would  be  held  in  the 
future  in  any  place  where  all  members 
could  not  be  housed  and  entertained 
on  an  equal  basis. 

We  have  run  into  a  little  stiff  opposi- 
tion in  the  National  Collegiate  Athletic 
Association.  As  I  said  some  time  ago, 
being  an  association  largely  compose  I 
of  professors,  it  was  difficult  to  break 
this  patjtern.  more  difficult  than  in  an 
association  composed  of  coaChes.  So 
we  decided,  then,  that  it  would  be  a 
good  thing  to  try  to  have  a  meeting 
and  to  pool  the  interests  of  all  the 
Negro  conferences  and  colleges  in  a 
pi'ogram,  and  coordinate  our  efforts. 

"The  Purpose  of  the  National  Athletic 
Steering  Committee  is  to  study  any  and 
all  problems  of  segregation  and  dis- 
crimination in  intercollegiate  athletics 
on  a  national  level  and  to  suggest  ways 
and  means  of  coordinated  action  to 
those  conferences  and  non-conference 
schools  whose  programs  are  handicap- 
ped in  their  intercollegiate  relationships 
because  of  undemocratic  practices.  The 
conmiittee  makes  special  note  of  its 
Intention  to  avoid  any  semblance  of 
being  a  segregated  unit  in  itself.  It 
is  associating  itself  with  various  mem- 
bers of  .the  National  Collegiate  Athletic 
Association  (NCAA),  The  American 
Football  Coaches  Association  (APCA), 
The  National  Association  of  Intercol- 
legiate Basketball  (NAIB),  and  The 
National  Association  of  Basketball 
Coaches  (NABC)  in  an  effort  to 
strengthen  its  membership  and  make 
its  program  effective.  To  implement 
this  aspect  of  the  committee's  work  a 
subcommitte  was  appointed  to  make 
personal  contacts  with  individuals  in 
the  above-named  national  associations. 
The  personnel  of  this  subcommittee  is' 
as  follows: 

"H.  R.  Jefferson,  Hampton  Institut'^ 
"J.  B.  McLendon,  North  Carolina  Col- 
lege 

"*E.  L.  Jackson,  Howard  University 
"*Cleve  Abbott,  Tuskegee  Institute

"* Although  these  two  men  were  not 
present  they  indicated  previous  to  the 
Chicago  meeting  theu-  willingness  to 
serve  in  this  capacity. 

"The  membership  of  the  National 
Athletic  Steering  Committee  is  to  re- 
main indefinite.  The  above-named 
'nucleus'  has  pledged  Itself  to  work 
toward  the  stated  purpose  and  to  meet 
at  least  once  annually  to  discuss  plans, 
progress,  and  program.  It  was  the 
unanimous  desire  of  the  committee  to 
keep  its  membership  open  to  anyone 
in  the  United  States  who  desires  to  be- 
come a  member  and  who  has  a  contri- 
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bution  to  make  in  line  with  Its  objec- 
tives. 

"The  scope  to  the  NASC's  Program 

will  change  as  condition  warrant. 
However,  it  is  at  present  confined'  to 
the  following  six  teams: 

"1.  The  increasing  of  active  Mem- 
bership in  the  NCAA  on  the  part  of  the 
member  colleges  in  the  OIAA.,  the 
MWAA.  the  SI  AC,  an  dthe  SWAC. 

"2.  Publication  of  the  National  Ath- 
letic Newsletter. 

"3.  Securing  membership  of  men 
from  the  colleges  in  the  above  four 
conferences  on  committees  in  the  NCAA 
and  APCA. 

"4v  Suggested  organization  for  a 
1951-52  National  Basketball  Tourna- 
ment among  member  colleges  of  the 
four  above  conferences  and  invited  non- 
confeernce  representatives. 

"5.  Maintenance  of  a  constant  aware- 
ness to  the  happenings  in  the  athletic 
programs  of  the  conference  repre- 
sented by  the  NABC  in  an  effort  to  in- 
sure the  highest  ethical  and  educa- 
tional developments. 

"6.  Securing  approval  of  the  Na- 
tional Athletic  Sceering  Committee's 
program  in  the  CIAA,  the  MWAA,  the 
SIAC,  the  SWAC,  and  the  NCAA." 

PUBLIC  RELATIONS  AND  THE 
COLLEGE'S  RESPONSIBILITY 

Mr.  W,  Barton  Beatty,  Jr. 

Mr.  Chairman,  members  of  tlhe  CIAA, 
visiting  Ibusiness  managers,  'and  also 
sport-writers  and  members  of  other 
public  rela;tions  deparitmeirJLs  from  the 
various  colleges: 

I  wish  to  apoligize  to  the  pulblic  re- 
lations directors  who  are  here  for  being 
brave  enough  to  discuss  such  a  topic 
as  is  involved  in  the  sutoject  that  was 
assigned  by  this  associaitdion.  However, 
I  am  going  to  talk  very  briefly  in  three 
panels,  or  from  these  pointe  oif  view,  in 
the  firsit  of  Which  I  am  gohig  to  at- 
tempt to  give  a  very  brief  resume  of  the 
field  otf  piulblic  reliaitions;  in  the  second; 
I  am  going  to  expand  to  try  to  break 
it  d'own  to  th'e  field  of  atfhletics;  and, 
third,  I  am  going  to  expand  on  what 
I  think  is  the  philosophy  as  it  relates 
to  the  'Whole  field  of  public  relations, 
particularly  the  responsiibility  of  ath- 
letics to  the  college. 

In  the  first  place,  ahno-sit  everybody 
who  has  'had  anything-  to  dio  with  an  in- 
Sti'tution,  or  has  had  ain\ytihmig  tio  do 
with  a  toiusi'ness,  has  been  practicing 
public  relations  over  and  over  all  of 
the  years  that  he  has  been  participait- 
ing  in  the  activity.  In  otJher  words, 
public  relations  is  as  old  as  an  institu- 
tion; it  is  'as  old  as  a  business.  There 
are  m'any  high-worded  definitions; 
coming  out  now  with  a  sclentilfic  ap- 
proach albtached  to  them  for  defining 


public  relatiooKS,  bait  rather  'th'an  con- 
fuse you  with  some  of  the  great  titles 
thajt  have  been  placed  on  this  field,  I 
am  going  to  simply  say  tihat  for  our 
purpose  here  this  afternoon  it  is  mi- 
ficiB'nt  to  look  at  pulblic  relations  from 
the  standpoint  of  an  endeavor  on  tJhe 
part  of  an  insti'tution,  in  tihis  case  on 
the  part  'Of  a  collage,  to  be  be'bter  un- 
liferstood  as  it  relates  to  its  vaiious  pub- 
lics. 

That  simply  m'eans  that  the  college, 
at  all  times,  is  tryinlg  to  face  up  to  a 
responsibility  as  dit  relates  to  its  vajious 
publics. 

Now,  briefly,  the  public  involved  in 
ia  college,  the  college  adiminisitration, 
are,  first  of  all,  the  student  body.  Tha/t 
student  bodiy  miay  range  in  size  from 
500  to  3,000  or  4,000  studemits,  or,  in 
some  large  inistitutions,  even  more.  The 
student  as  such  breaks  itself  down  into 
many  move  publics,  breaks  itself  cown 
dnlbo  the  division  of  atshletics,  into  the 
department  Of  chemistry,  ihto  tflie 
dormitory  life  of  men  a'nd  wom-en,  all 
m^aking  up  'tihis  one  high  public,  but 
yet  breaking  itself  down  into  smaller 
groups. 

So  you  see,  public  relations  can  be 
practiced  at  the  level  of  a  very  large 
group  that  encompasses  the  whole  in- 
stitution, all  people  connected  with  it 
and  it  also  can  bi-eak  itself  'down  into 
as  small  a  number  as  two  or  tliree 
people. 

The  second  most  important  public 
that  you  have  is  probably  the  public  of 
the  faculty.  There  you  have  trained 
people  who  'are  experts  in  th'eir  fields, 
and  who  'are  attempiting  to  put  over 
a  program  in  the  name  of  the  colleige 
wlhich  would  do  the  most  for  the  train- 
ing of  the  youth  that  they  have  at 
tiheir  disposal. 

After  you  leave  these  various  on- 
oampus  publics,  the  students,  the  fa- 
culty, and  again,  the  maintenance 
group  and'  everybody  that  is  connected 
oni-campus  with  the  college,  you  are 
immediately  confronted  with  'the  re- 
sponsibility that  you  have  to  what  we 
might  call  off-caanipus  publics. 

Now,  briefly,  the  off-campus  piubhcs 
break  themselves  down  into  the  alumni 
group;  they  'break  themselves  dxywn 
into  a  donors  group,  and  every  ouit- 
side  group.  In  the  case  of  state  Bohools, 
you  have  the  relationship  between  the 
state  government  land  the  sitate  sdhood. 
And  in  that,  the  college  is  trying,  after 
they  have  organized!  their  internal  pub- 
lic relations,  to  move  out  into  what  i'3 
oalled  am  external  point  of  view. 

One  of  the  great  dangers  of  thds 
whole  field  of  public  relations  is  tha'. 
in  many  instances  a  business  or  an 
institutionm'is  sometimes  found  guUty 
of  attempting  to  peddle  on  the  outside 
good  public  relations,  when  the  pulblic 
relations  in  the  institution  have  com- 


pletely gone  to  pot.  ITiat  is  one  of  the 
most  dSlff'Xult  fields,  one  of  the  gi^eat- 
est  respo'nisibilitiet3  'tlhat  a  college  has 
in  this  whole  field,  to  see  to  it  that 
pubUc  relations,  'as  it  relates  to  faculty, 
as  it  relates  to  f5i:,ud)eints,  as  it  relates 
to  alumni,  as  it  relates  to  all  the  ether 
piiblic,  makes  an  e'ffort  to  be  as 
straight-forward  in  the  handhng  of 
the  various  publics  on  the  inside,  so 
that  when  they  go  to  the  outside  th'ey 
can  present  a  united  front. 

PuJblic  relations,  therefore,  when  it 
comes  to  the  outside  as  well  as  the 
inside,  can  be  divided  into  possibly 
three  categories.  We  look  at  it  from  the 
standpo'int  of  a  campus-wide  public; 
we  look  at  it  from  a  community-wide 
public,  and  then  we  look  at  it  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  country  as  a  whole,  or 
the  nation  at  large. 

In  dealing  with  these  various  publics, 
it  behooves  all  members  of  the  student 
body,  aU  members  of  the  faculty  all 
members  of  the  maintenance  group,  to 
remember  that  public  relations  is  not  a 
job  for  the  office  of  public  relations;  it  is 
a  job  foi"  all  persom,'  connected]  with  the 
institution.  It  is  just  as  important  to 
consider  the  foreman  or  th.e  chief  en- 
gineer at  the  'power  planit  as  being  a 
public  relations  officer  as  it  is  to  con- 
sider 'the  president  of  the  iinistitution. 
Mlany  specialist  in  this  field  now  ore 
saying  that  the  most  important  person 
on  a  college  campus  is  the  engineer, 
from  the  standtpoint  of  pu!bhc  i''elailO'jr.B. 
They  base  that  theory  on  the  fact  that 
the  engineer  is  responsible  for  heat  in 
winter  weather,  and  that  it  would  start 
the  whole  day  off  wrong  for  the  entire 
college  if,  for  some  reason,  on  a  morn- 
ing when  the  temperalture  was  around 
32  degrees,  something  haro'pened;  and 
the  heat  had  not  been  turned  on.  T 
faculty  is  out  of  tune;  they  ha-ve  left 
a  warm  hou'S-e;  the  studecits  have  left 
the  places  where  they  live  and  come  hi 
an'd  found  adverse  conditions. 

Now,  in  the  case  of  people  realizing 
their  responslibililty  and  the  college 
at  the  time  shoulidierlng  its  responsi- 
bility in,  'this  entire  field,  it  becoanes 
necessary  to  explore  some  of  the  tech-- 
nlques  that  might  be  used  in  this  over- 
all picture  of  a  faculty  and  aU  people 
connected  with  'the  insititution  doiing 
their  bit  to  sell  the  college  and  put  its 
best  foot  forward.  I  have  tried  to  be- 
lieve, in  my  very  small  experience  in 
this  field,  that  much  of  the  problem 
existing  today  is  because  aj;.tmin'istra- 
tions  and  the  college  as  a  whole  have 
more  or  less  felt  that  it  was  the  re- 
sponsibility of  one  person  to  do  the 
job. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  a,thl©tdc  de- 
partment, the  football  teams  ajnd  all 
other  phases  of  athletics,  have  a  ter- 
rific responsibility  in  this  field.  It 
seems  to  me  that  one  of  the  major

responsibilities  of  this  field,  is  that 
in  many  instances  you  are  protoably 
having  closer  conbaot  with  'the  per- 
sonality of  students,  and  it  doesn't 
mean  that  if  there  are  only  (40  or  50 
men  on  a  football  team  your  contacts 
end  thei'e.  It  means  that  those  40  or 
50  football  players  carry  your  message 
or  philosophy,  as  it  relates  to  the  ethics 
of  players,  as  it  relates  to  the  sport- 
manship  of  the  game,  back  to  their 
roommates,  and  it  spreads  all  over  t(he 
dormitory  and  does  a  lot  to  increase 
the  over-all  good  morals  of  the  entire 
college. 

No//,  the  college  responsibility,  in  the 
second  place,  has  to  do  with  the  idea 
of  finding  a  responsibility  to  bring  for- 
ward most  of  its  program,  and  to  be 
sure  that  none  of  the  program  is  set 
off  on  the  side  as  a  little  siideslhow. 
People  get  interested  in  their  depart- 
ments, they  get  interested  in  their 
sports,  and  they  feel  within  themselves 
that  football,  track,  or  swimming  be- 
comes the  major  emphasis  of  the  ath- 
letic department,  and  in  doing  so  they 
unconsciously  set  up  a  sort  of  a  side- 
show relationship. 

Public  relations  directors  and  writers 
of  publicity,  too,  are  sometimes  guilty 
of  taking  athletics  and  attempting  to 
make  them  represnt  the  college,  and 
in  doing  so  they  sometimes  play  up  boo 
muc^h  a  particular  star  am  the  team, 
wMcih  has  a  bad  effect  on  other  boys 
w!ho  are  also  striving  to  do  thedr  bit 
from  day  to  day. 

The  techniques  of  how  the  college 
can  help  athletics  and  how  aithleftics 
can  help  the  college  resolve  themselves 
into  a  st  of  considerations. 

Your  organization  here,  the  CHAA, 
first  of  all,  has  a  responsibility  to  this 
total  picture.  It  is  yoiir  responsibility 
to  see  to  it  that  tihis  organization,  this 
parent  body  of  sports  of  the  colleges 
belonging  to  tOiis  associajtion,  oomes 
forward  with  a  program  thait  exeanp- 
lif  ies  the  best  that  manhood  or  woman- 
hood could  have,  as  a  means  of  passing 
that  on  to  people  that  they  will  ion  turn, 
train.  You  have  a  responfiitoiUity  as  It 
relates  to  the  whole  f  ield  of  develop- 
ment. 

In  doing  this,  it  is  very  necessai-y 
for  you  to  consider  the  reJationshop  off 
one  college  to  the  other.  It  is  necessary 
for  you  to  plan,  iin  your  over-all  pictur-e, 
for  the  relationship  of  members  of  your 
teams,  whether  or  not  you  are  going  to 
sacrifice  some  of  the  standards  of  good, 
clean  basketball  or  track  simply  becaAise 
you  want  your  college  to  win. 

In  this  confusion  that  we  are  now 
having  all  over  the  naltdon,  confusion 
that  started;  maybe,  with  some  of  the 
gambling  situations  moved  into  the  in- 
come tax  shake  up,  the  difficulties  we 
are  having  with  narcotics,  and  now 
tlie  dlifflcultles  that  are  becoming  more 


and  miore  widespread  in  tflie  field  of 
atlhletics,  bascially  lall  this  takes  its 
roots  from  one  consideration  that 
somewhere  along  ifche  line  has  been 
overlooked.  It  has  been  the  greed  foa- 
money  in  some  instanioes,  and  in  some 
instainlces  t)he  greed  for  winming.  And  1 
think  it  offers  a  challenge  to  this  or- 
ganization, which  as  yet  has  not  suf- 
fered many  of  the  d'iflfiiculties,  to  re- 
examine, in  the  name  of  public  re- 
lations, your  theories  and  your  poinits 
of  view  as  they  relate  to  the  future  of 
your-  association. 

Another  interesting  phase  of  this 
over-all  atlileitic  program  is  the  fact 
that  you  must  be  responsible  for  re- 
cords and  statistics  over  the  years.  That 
will  help  as  it  relates  to  foUow-up  that 
might  be  made  on  athletes  who  come 
along  under  your  direction.  Some  of 
these  tools  of  public  relations  that  are 
important,  and  which  I  think  that  in 
this  area  of  gamie  reporting  you  have 
alwaj's  got  to  realize  that  the  news- 
paipers  represent  one  public  that  at- 
tempts t»o  be  yoiu-  best  friend,  win  or 
lose,  and  you  have  to  respect  and  meet 
deadlines.  You  have  to  demand,  in 
your  colleges  that  somewhere  along 
the  line  the  public  relations  department 
will  have,  as  far  as  possible  the  best 
trained  persoimel  to  idio  fthis  job  for 
you.  It  may  be  that  the  background  of 
a  newspaper  m'an  offers  advantages.  It 
may  be  the  background  of  a  man 
trained  in  public  relations.  But  straight 
across  the  line  it  is  no  longer  a  guess 
piece  oif  work;  it  is  representing  you  not 
only  in  the  Negro  weeklies,  but  it  is 
represeniting  you  In  Ithe  New  York 
Times  and  other  nationaly  famous 
newspapers. 

The  third  point  of  view  under  this 
game  reporting  has  to  do  with  this 
business  of  imbiasedi  reporting.  I  had 
the  veiT  great  pleasiu^e  this  year  of 
reading  a  report  from  one  of  our  col- 
leges, wherein  —  they  wrote  it  before 
the  game  was  played  —  they  talked 
about  the  runoiing  of  one  of  their 
quartert>aoks.  Tt  so  happened  that  the 
game  was  lost,  and  it  was  in  print  that 
they  had  won  the  game.  So  along  the 
line  we  must  be  concerned  about  feel- 
ing that  we  want  to  win,  but  at  the 
same  time  we  wanJt  to  approiach  it  from 
an  unbiased  point  of  view. 

You  have  another  responsibill'ty,  that 
of  selling  college  sports.  It  is  importainit 
for  college  administrations  and'  for  col- 
leges as  a  whole  to  remember  that  they 
have  a  job  to  do  in  initroduclng  the 
coaches  to  the  college  personnel  and  to 
the  commimi'ty  as  a  whole.  We  so  often 
thiink  of  college  coaches  as  being  men 
who  do  not  wear  tftes,  men  who  wear 
siports  shirts  most  of  the  time,  men 
who,  in  some  insitances,  shy  away  from 
the  social  aspect  of  the  college  com- 
munity, and  men  who,  in  general,  are 


just  wrapped  up  with  what  goes  on 
on  the  footiball  field,  or  m  the  gym- 
nasium. And  schools  have  a  tendency 
to  leave  them  in  the  gymnasium  and 
the  swimming  pool. 

But,  with  the  importance  of  the  job, 
the  new  techniques  that  are  coming 
into  the  entire  field  of  coaching,  it  is 
necessary  for  a  college  to  remember  its 
responsibility  in  seeing  to  it  that  the 
same  type  of  recognition  is  giiven  to 
coaches  as  to  other  personnel. 

It  is  also  important  to  remember,  in 
order  to  keep  members  of  the  various 
teams  from  feeling  tlhey  are  part  of  a 
side-show,  to  see  to  it  that  they  are 
properly  introduced  to  the  student  body 
and  other  publics  that  should  have  the 
opportunity  of  having  a  closer  relation- 
ship with  members  of  a  football  team. 

One  of  the  greatest  Indictments  in 
this  area  is  the  fact  that  visatiing  coach- 
es and  visiting  football  teiaans  come  to 
our  various  campuses  from  time  bo 
time,  and  theie  again,  I  think  an  op- 
portunity in  public  relations  is  lost 
when  more  is  not  done  to  make  tlaat 
visiting  team  feel  they  are  part  of  the 
college  when  they  are  on  the  campus. 

You  have  a  responsibility  for  the 
college  in  'this  whole  field  of  advertis- 
ing. Advertising  is  very  important.  Ad- 
vertising represents  an  opportunity  for 
much  free  material  to  be  put  in  mamty 
of  the  newspapers.  It  offers  an  op- 
portunity for  ia;ddo  to  expand  the  know- 
ledge of  the  community  about  various 
activities,  and  particularly  the  broad- 
cast of  a  football  game.  And,  of  course, 
with  the  com.ng  of  television,  tiitre 
again  you  have  to  give  some  very  clear 
thimiking  to  tihe  future  of  tel'evision  as  it 
relates  to  athletics  in  most  of  our 
colleges. 

It  might  ibe  interesting  to  you  to 
know  that  a  recent  survey  was  made  of 
eighteen  midwestern  private  colleoCS 
who  normally  were  able  to  pay  for  the 
cost  of  their  athletic  program  by  admis- 
sions. They  have  fzumi  that  with  the 
coming  of  te'levisdon,  aind  even  with 
the  blackouts  that  were  expericniceKi 
in  this  area,  their  attendance  in  cash 
admissions  dix>pped  50  perceht,  simply 
'because  their  games  were  scheduled  at 
the  same  time  in  the  afternoon  when, 
probably,  Minnesota  was  i/layingi  Mich- 
igan. The  people  simiply  stayed  at  home 
and  looked  at  television. 

The  final  area  of  this  seccrji  phase 
of  this  brief  talk  has  to  do  with  the 
supeivision  of  games.  Here  is  a  lield 
where  the  college  has  a  responsibility, 
where  the  department  of  athletics  has 
a  resiponsibility.  On  cf  the  things  that 
we  Mive  had  the  most  dilfficulty  with 
at  Hampton  —  it  comes  from  the  ad^ 
ministration  and  it  oomes  from  every- 
body else  —  is  this  whole  business  of 
a  public  address  system.  A  public  ad^ 
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dress  system  can  either  be  a  joke  or  It 
can  be  a  good  pulblic  relations  item  for 
ymii'  atlhletiic  activities.  Many  of  our 
public  address  people  are  atoidents,  and 
they  hear  over  the  air  from  fcime  to 
time,  and  in  dioing  so  they  sUp  too  far 
in  tlhe  area  of  what  might  be  intiex- 
preted  as  wisecracks,  foolish  comments 
coming  from  the  press  box,  thaifc  ore 
neither  valuable  to  tlhe  teams  on  the 
field  or  to  the  group  of  spectators 
looking  at  (the  game. 

Andbher  technique  is  seeing  to  it 
that  your  pa-ess  box  is  not  a  place  for 
social  activities,  but  rather  a  place  for 
people  who  are  igoing  too  work,  and 
people  who  have  a  delfiniite  responisibil- 
ity  for  the  activity  that  is  going  on, 
whether  it  is  on  the  fooitball  field  or  on 
the  ibasketball  couiit. 

Now,  going  in'to  the  third  considera- 
tion, I  want  to  point  out  brieifly  that 
over  and  atoove  whatever  you  do  on 
the  field,  or  whatever  coaches  do  or 
directors  of  physical  Ediucaltion  do, 
much  of  the  attitude  otf  alumni  as- 
sociations, much  of  the  attitude  of 
studehts  under  your  leadership,  the  at- 
titude that  they  wil  carry  on  as  they 
go  out  from  your  institution,  depends 
largely  on  how  well  ithe  coiUege  has 
mot  its  responsibility  to  them  while 
they  are  in  attendance  at  the  school. 

If  we  expect  alumni  to  support  our 
programs  —  I  don't  mean  financially, 
necessarily,  but  to  support  wl'th  good 
will,  with  understanding,  the  problems 
of  our  athletic  associaltion  or  any  other 
pttiiase  of  our  college  —  theim  we  must 
be  dead  sure  that  we  hove  done  as 
much  as  possible  while  they  were  un- 
dergradoa'tes.  It  is  essential  sometimes 
to  begin  wHth  a  football  team  or  wi'th 
a  freshman  cdass,  and  begin  to  point 
out  much  of  the  tradition  of  the  college 
anid  much  of  the  philosophy  that  you 
are  trying  to  get  over  to  them  as  stu- 
dents. And  each  day  a  college  finds  it- 
self becoming  more  and  more  depen- 
dent on  its  alumni.  Tttiat  is  becoming 
more  amd  more  true  in  our  colleges, 
sure  of  getting  large  sums  of  money 
from  interested  people  over  the  nation, 
but  'that  dlay  had  passed,  and  more  and- 
more  every  former  sftuden't  who  goes 
out  from  our  colleges  goes  out  as  an 
amibassadior  of  either  good  will  for  the 
college  or  ill  wlU  for  the  ooUeige. 

Now,  as  to  this  busdness  of  yoorr  re- 
sponsibility over  amid  atoove  winning  or 
losing  I  feel  that  you  have  not  just  the 
job  otf  producing  a  sport  and  the  col- 
lege cooperating  with  you,  but  have  an 
over-all  responsitodlity  of  wfluait  I  think 
is  a  teaching  job  over  and  atoove  the 
actual  teachinig  of  the  sport.  Amd,  to 
my  way  of  thinking,  teaching  of  a 
sport  today  has  ibecome  more  otf  a 
scienitiflc  job  thMi  it  was  ten  or  fifteen 
years  ago.  Anidi  in  this  daiy  and  time 
we  find  t'hart;  to  a  public  relations 


programs  which  endeavor  to  follow 
through  from  the  standpoint  of  teach- 
ing, it  is  necessary  for  us  to  consider 
what  might  be  oalledl  the  psychology 
of  how  you  get  this  job  done.  lit  seems 
that  such  a  plan  might  well  work  on 
beihalf  lof  the  imjpirovemenlt  and  ex- 
pajnsion  of  good  pulblic  relations. 

I  am  going  to  appa-oach  this  fi'om 
the  standpoint  of  discussing  with  you 
briefly  the  human  equation  inherent 
in  a  public  relations  programs  as  it 
i-elates  to  a  psychological  pattern, 
which  has  its  d'angers  and  its  hazards. 
I  am  going  to  invite  you  to  turn  over 
in  your  minds,  momentarOy,  the  sev- 
eral laws  of  learning. 

The  first  laiw  of  learning  has  to  do 
with  motivation.  If  you,  as  athletic 
direictors,  do  not  get  over  the  proper 
motivation  to  your  players,  then  the 
morale  of  your  whole  squad!  is  broken. 
Unless  the  learned  is  appropriately  mo- 
tivated, he  will  not  leam  to  rapidly 
or  so  effectively  as  he  should.  By  the 
some  token,  aU  those  engaged  in  public 
relations — ^and,  in  this  case,  in  athletics 
— must  be  properly  motiivialted.  You 
yourselves  must  have  the  proper  mo- 
tivation as  it  relates  to  siportsmanship, 
as  it  relates  to  clean  plan. 

If  we  are  motivated  in  the  direction 
of  buUdinig  a  great  institution,  with  the 
division  of  athletics  doing  its  part  in 
the  building  of  this  inlsititutaon  of  high- 
er learning  where  all  persons  involved 
are  happy  in  their  relationships,  Btu- 
deoDts  who  are  playing,  staff  people 
who  are  working  as  a  unit,  then  the 
details  of  our  relationships  can  be 
worked  oult  with  httle  diiflftoulty.  The 
danger  arises  when  we  lose  sight  of  the 
high  motivation  and  fall  victim  to  sec- 
ondary or  selfish  frames  or  refea^ence. 

The  second  law  of  leamainig  is  what 
we  have  called  whole  learning  versus 
part  learning.  When  we  leam  a  poem, 
for  example,  it  is  learned  in  less  time 
amid  retention  is  greater  if  it  is  leaimed 
as  a  whole,  ratlier'  than  vei-se -by-verse. 
Likewise,  we  must  bear  in  mind  the 
whole  of  the  putolic  i-elaitions  program 
when  we  are  dealing  with  any  of  its 
parts. 

This  a  rather  difficult  phMosophy 
to  follow.  Day  by  diay  we  work  with 
scientific  problems,  or  we  exhibit  small 
parts  of  'the  toibal  proigram  through 
various  media  that  I  have  ouUdned,  new 
releases,  radio,  and  other  tools  of  pub- 
lic relations,  andl  it  is  always  difficut 
to  expose  the  whole  or  to  show  the  re- 
lationship between  the  part  off  the 
whole.  By  the  very  nature  off  our  day- 
to-day  activities,  we  are  in  danlger  of  a 
piece  meal  approiach.  You  have  heard 
the  old  story,  even  in  attMetics,  about 
the  fact  that  all  the  money  is  gome  by 
the  time  it  comes  around  to  track.  It 
means  we  have  not  viewed  the  whole 
field  of  athletics,  we  hiaA^e  not  viewed 


the  whole  emphasis,  the  relationship  of 
the  young  lad  is  only  tnterestea  m 
track  and  who  has  no  pai'ticuiar  desire 
to  qualify,  if  he  could,  for  fooDoail. 
More  often  than  not,  ws  give  the  wrong 
impressions  because  we  can  not  exhibit 
the  whole  program  at  one  time,  or 
even  within  the  course  of  a  given  sea- 
son. 

A  third  law  oi  learning  has  to  do  with 
repetition.  So  much  of  our  work  in 
Coaching,  so  much  of  the  college's  re- 
sponsibility to  the  over-aU  piogram, 
follows  a  kind  of  lick-and-promise 
schedule.  We  use  a  hit-amd-run  methua. 
We  solve  a  problem  by  relatdionship  oue 
way  today,  and  another  way  tomoriow, 
forgetting  that  it  is  a  sustained  and 
consistent  policy  that  counts. 

The  same  is  true  in  this  whole  field 
of  publicity.  We  send  out  our  treatment 
of  an  educational  activity  or  aonieac 
event  to  the  public  several  times  dur- 
ing the  year,  ani  then  forget  it,  assum- 
ing that  one  lesson  enough,  but  it  is 
not  it  we  are  to  give  a  lastiing  impres- 
sion. 

There  is  still  another  law  of  learn- 
ing that  must  be  taken  into  account. 
It  is  related  to  repetition,  but  mvoives 
much  more.  To  repeat  over  and  over 
without,  regard  for  the  time  element  is 
to  miss  the  mark.  It  is  not  the  paiu  oi 
wisdom  to  convey  to  the  public  the 
story  of  the  work  of  a  particular  de- 
partment or  the  woik  of  a  particular 
athletic  activity  too  often,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  another  department. 

And,  in  conlusion.  I  would  like  to 
point  out  Lriat  what  I  have  atitempied 
to  say  through  the  three  facts  today 
represents,  public  relations  as  a  teach- 
ing fimction,  a  fimction  that  rests 
squarely  upon  the  shoulders  of  every 
person  who  is  connected  with  an  insti- 
tution. It  represents  problem  sjlvmg; 
it  represents  diciplinarian  procedures; 
it  represents  dispensing  news,  exhibiL- 
ing  acioomplishments,  and  so  on.  And 
all  these  activities  of  a  public  relations 
progi-am  and  its  over-all  responsibility 
to  a  college  are  essentially  true  arjd 
necessary  as  they  relate  to  a  learning 
process. 

Persons  such  as  yourselves,  im- 
mediately involved  in  such  a  oonsilera- 
tion,  and  who  are  in  a  position  to  pass 
on  from  one  generation  to  another 
generation,  or  from  one  decade  to  sev- 
eral decades,  have  a  full  responsibility 
bo  the  college,  bo  the  youth  of  the  na- 
tion, and  a  responstibihty,  over  and 
albove  all,  to  yourselves  as  an  institu- 
tion attempting  to  dlo  a  job  that  will 
raise  high  the  levels  of  sportsmanship 
in  the  CIAA  amid'  the  ooUeges  which 
you  represent. 

The  address  of  Mr.  T.  L.  HUl,  of 
Morgan  State  College,  made  at  the 
banquet  given  on  Friday,  December  14, 
1951  la/t  8  o'cliock  in  Carver  Hall,  in 
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honor  of  Mr.  Ohiarles  H.  Wiliams,  one 
of  the  foimders  of  (tie  C.  I.  A.  A.,  upoinj 
his  comiptetion  of  40  years  of  service  u> 
the  C.  I.  A.  A.  and  mpon  his  reitire- 
ment  from  aictive  duty  at  Hampton  In- 
stitiite. 

Mr.  Toastmaster,  Dlsitinigxiished  Hon- 
oree.  Officers  said  (Meanibeirs  of  the 
CIAA,  Represenitataves  <Xf  tfhe  Press. 
Ladies  arjd  Gentlemien. 

I  assure  you  that  it  is  indeed  a 
peculiar  pleasure  and  a  signal  honor  to 
meet  with  you  around  this  fesbive 
board  to  pay  homiagie  t)o  our  genijail 
friend,  Mr.  Charles  Holsiton  Williams. 

When  our  eminent  Picsidiantt  iiwited 
me  to  participate  on  this  prog'iom  I 
was  a  bdt  reluctant  aibouti  aooeptinig,  foa- 
it  is  during  tflie&e  hectic  months  of 
Decemfoer  througlh  <Maroh,  that  coming 
events  cast  such  a  heavy  shadlow  that 
my  time  for  speech  prepai'ation  is  lim- 
ited. However,  after  some  careful  de- 
liberation, I  fully  realized  that  my  ac- 
ceptance would  be  but  a  small  indica- 
tion of  the  esteem  and  admiration  I 
have  for  the  honoree  and  our  President. 

I  bring  you  greeting's  from  the  State 
of  Maryand,  bniown  as  the  Free  Sfcaite. 
I  bring  you  greeting  from  that  young, 
progressive  aaud  militant  President,  Dr. 
MaX'tin  D.  Jenkins,  Che  faoullty,  and 
more  than  1500  students  of  the  great 
Morgan  State  College. 

I  am  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  my 
task  tonight  is  not  an  easy  one  to  per- 
form. Interests  ai'e  here  cixjwdinig  up 
from  the  past  and  projected  Into  the 
futiu^  to  which  I  cam  not  be  indif- 
ferent. I  sincerely  hope  you  wUl  weaglh 
me  in  tlhe  light  of  good  intent  and  ef- 
fort rather  than  by  the  accomplished 
deed. 

The  record  of  the  epoch -making- 
acheivements  of  Charles  Holston  Wil- 
liams covers  the  pages  of  the  histoi-y  of 
Hampton  Inistitate  and  the  CIAA  with 
a  lustre  that  yeai-s  will  not  dim,  noa- 
ages  extinguish. 

For  those  of  us  who  aie  not  to  fam- 
iliar with  the  accomplishments  of  Mr. 
Williams,  the  pioneer,  I  beg  your  In- 
dulgence as  I  attempt  a  verlbal  picture, 
blocking  in  with  broad  sti-okes  only, 
the  life  and  cai-eer  of  the  man  wihom  we 
honor  tonig''ht. 

It  was  down  in  the  Biue  Grass  State, 
at  the  turn  of  the  century,  that  he 
compileted  his  elementai-y  amid  second- 
ai-y  education.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
group  oif  Negro  students  enix)llel'  in 
Berea  College  1903-94,  who  had  to  be 
dropped  because  of  the  "Day  Bill" 
wWOh  separated  Negi-oes  from  Whites. 

Berea's  lost  was  Hampton's  gain,  for 
in  1905  he  matriculiated  in  tihe  Trade 
Sclhool,  completing  his  course  in  Painit- 
ing  and  Decorating  in  1908,  and  gradu- 
ated from  Hampton  Noimal  Course  in 
1909. 

His  early  philosophy  called  for  a  type 


of  education  and  foimal  traitiiing  tihat 
would  develop  the  physical  as  well  as 
the  mental.  His  achievements  in  the 
class  room  were  paralleled  by  his  ex- 
cellence in  physical  endeavors  in  and 
around  the  athletic  fields. 

In  Springfield  College  and  later  at 
Harvard  Univeisity  he  received  ihis  dip- 
loma in  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Phy- 
saoal  Education. 

His  Alma  Mater  ajppointed  him  Phy- 
sical Director,  to  develop  a  progiram  off 
physical  education  ifor  men.  Thds  was 
the  toil-tolazing-  opportunolty  for  (Mr. 
C.  H.  Williams.  Once  at  the  helm  he 
began  to  chart  his  course  of  deveLop- 
menit  and  advancement  in  the  building 
of  Hampton's  physical  eduoaition 
couraes. 

A  chronological  review  reveals  that 
Mr.  Williams  intixxiiujoad  the  following 
valuaible  procedru'es  at  Hampton  In- 
stitute : 

In  1910   -     Plxysrcal  Examination 

and  Strength  Tests 
In.  1913  -  Added  tactics,  calestlhenics, 

Apparatus  and  Tumbling  Activities 
In  1914   -     Organized  intru-muraJ 

leagues 

In  1917  -  Conducted  Gym  classes  on 
Student's  Time 

In  192 1  -  Organizedi  Physical  Educa- 
tion classes  for  men  as  a  regular 
part  of  the  academic  schedule  with 
a  twioe-a-week  requirement 

In  1924  -  Organized  four-yeai-  course 
in  P.  E.  for  Physical  Education 
Majors. 

In  1942  -  Intiiodiuced  (required  phy- 
sdoal  education  activity  courses  for 
all  students  in  tlhe  schood 

In  1945  -  Introduced  a  cuiTiculum 
for  a  minor  in  the  field  of  recrea- 
tion 

These  signiitfioant  dates  reveal  the 
many  worthwhile  steps  in  the  de- 
velopement  of  the  Health  and  Plhysical 
Education,  Recreaitiion  and  Salftey  Pro- 
gram now  in  vogue  at  Hampton  lini- 
stitnte.  Mr.  C.  H.  Williams  has  been 
retired,  but  the  program  at  Hampton 
Insititute  wilQ  always  be  recognized  as 
having  its  origin  and  siginiiificant  de- 
velopement  under  tihis  courageous 
master  builder. 

"C.  H."  as  he  is  affectionately  calledl 
by  his  friends  and  colleagues,  was  a 
pioneer  in  the  closely  i-elaited  field  of 
athetics  ia;t  Hampton).  The  log  reads 
as  follows:

-  Introduced  and  operated  the 
Freshman  Rule  for  4  years 
This  revelation  of  facts  brings  Charles 
Holston   Williams  to   the  front  as  a 
pioneer  in  college  athletics. 

During  his  tenure  at  Hampton  he 
held  membersliip  on  every  ianportant 
faculty  committee.  He  conspicuousfly 
figured  in  the  innovation  and  aidop- 
tion  of  policies  of  far-reaching  values. 

He  holds  memiberShip  in  every  n/a- 
tional  professional  society  in  his  fielidl 
In  the  area  of  business  he  has  been 
a  pioneer  and  carries  today  tihe  title 
of  President  and  General  Manager  of 
the  New  Bay  Shore  Corporation  and 
director  of  Peoples  BuiUdling  and  Loan 
Association. 

As  great  as  the  pioneering  endmvors 
of  Charles  H.  Williams  have  beeini  in  the 
field  of  Physical  Education  and  Re- 
creation at  Hampton  Institute,  and  as 
noteworthy  as  his  contrilbutions  have 
been  in  the  area  of  coaching,  HES 
CROWNING  PIONEERING  PUiRSimTS 
HAVE  BEEN  AND  AIRE  HIS  CONTRI- 
BUTTONS  TO  AND  FOR  THE  CIAA. 

It  would  be  folly  for  me  to  rehearse 
the  epoch-making  achievements  of 
this  leader  dxiring  the  past  forty  years. 
His  deeds  are  well -(known  by  admin- 
istrators, educators,  mien  and  women, 
young  and  old,  everywhere. 

Indulge  me  a  moment  longer,  how- 
ever, as  I  jostle  your  memories  and 
force  you  to  recall  the  origin  and  birth 
of  this  CIAA  at  Hampton  on  Pelbmary 
12,  1912. 

There,  in  the  compainiy  of  soich  re- 
vei-ed  stalwarts  as  Ernest  Marsihall, 
Dean  George  Johnson,  H.  P.  Hargrave, 
J.  W.  Barco,  the  late  W.  E.  Atkins,  the 
late  Allen  Washington,  the  late  J.  W. 
Pierce,  sat  this  young  man,  Charles  H. 
Williams. 

Bom  in  the  minds  of  these  men  was 
the  organization  of  an  inlter-coUegdate 
association  TO  POEMULATE  REGU- 
LATIONS FOR  GOVERNING  ATH- 
LETIC COMPKlTilON  AMONG  THE 
SEVERAL  SCHOOLS. 

Our  honoree,  from  that  first  meeting, 
played  an  important  role,  in  suiggesting 
the  agmda  of  discussion  on  the  follow- 
ing bopdcs: 
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1.  A  permianent  organization 

2.  The  four-yeax  rule  of  oomipetition 

3.  Schiolarsihiip  sbandtog  rule 

4.  Matriculation  of  stiudenitis 

5.  Annual  meetings  -  time  and  place 
He  aidied  and  abetted  the  committee 

appointed  to  draw  up  the  first  con- 
stitution, iwh'ich  lat  presenrt,  shows  vei-y 
few  changes  although  some  additions 
have  been  made. 

The  elimination  of  secomidary  atu- 
diente  from  CIAA  competition;  the  ai-- 
rangemenit  of  schediules  lat  conference 
meetings;  the  ioertifioation  of  officials; 
(the  adoption  otf  a  sti-i'ct  code  of  eligi- 
billity;  the  developmarut  of  wholesome, 
clean  aAhletdcs;  the  increased  sponsor- 
slhip  of  new  activities;  memibership  in 
the  National  Football  Oliassic  are  a 
few  of  ithe  seeds  thiat  this  man  dropped 
into  tihe  not-too-fertile  soil. 

In  his  patient  amid  attentive  manner, 
he  has  waJtched  hiis  seedls,  slowly  but 
surely  emerge  from  their  protective 
coverings  and  send  their  shoots  above 
the  ground  to  give  rise  to  buds  of  con- 
fidence, leaves  of  respect  and  floweirs 
of  piiblic  approval.  We,  here  assemlbled 
tonight,  are  enjoyinlg  ithe  fruits  of  his 
MKxrs. 

The  CIAA,  because  of  Oharles  H. 

WiUdiamis,     has     successtfully  passed 

through  its  day  of  infancy. 
Yesterday  it  -was  younig  and  tender, 
Today  it  is  matured  and  strong. 


Yesterday  it  had  to  be  niuirtuired  and 
Sheltered  by  the  oo(mpaiSSiiianQ.te 
arms  of  its  Poundetrs. 

Today  it  is  free  and  indepenideinit. 

Yesterday  its  dhodtes  oouJid  be  post- 
poned 

Today  it  must  choose. 

Today  Dhe  CIAA  stands  as  one  of  tiie 
most  powerful  athletic  oanferences  in 
the  'naition.  That  powea  wlhdlcti  mia^  be 
defined  as  that  concentration  oif  enerigy, 
physioal  or  otherwise,  wMch  has  the 
capacity  to  effect  chamgie  in  any  giiA^n 
situation.  There  has  been  canBtruotiive 
dhange  in  the  coUeglalte  aithtetic  situa- 
tion Of  Negro  Colleges  since  1912. 

The  path  over  whach  the  assocdatioin 
has  oome  was  not  always  an  easy  one 
to  tr'avel.  There  have  been  siharp  curves, 
rough  spots  amid  terrible  bumips,  bxiit  in 
spilte  of  these  difficult  places  tn  the 
road,  all  impartial  critics  must  adimit 
that  the  CIAA  has  kept  its  eye  on  its 
final  destinaltion,  wholesome  connpeti- 
tive  sports  in  Negro  Colleges. 

The  memlberships  of  tlhe  CIAA  has 
been  a  potent  factor  in  Mtae  develop- 
ment and  prosperity  of  ooleigliate  ath- 
letics in  America.  Never  has  it  threat- 
ened to  tear  itself  from  the  reoognlized 
parent  body.  Never  has  it  befouled  a 
national  meeting  with  tnsuirrections. 
Never  has  it  fomented  disorder  amid' 
never  has  its  memberslhip  been  guilty 
of  any  kind  of  treason. 

It  has  always  cherished,  uiplheld  and 


defended  its  affiliation  in  the  NCAA.  It 

(has  allways  been  respectful  of  authority 
anid  oibedien<t  to  law. 

The  confusion  and  disorder  rampant 
among  other  confer enices  at  this  time, 
I  am  happy  to  say,  is  not  the  status  of 
our  CIAA. 

Mr.  Willams,  you  amid  your  co- 
workers dug  the  foundation  of  the 
OlAA  deep  and  you  raised  its  belfry 
high. 

You  have  wrought  well.  Your  every 
effort  has  been  crowned  with  glowing 
success.  You  have  worn  your  cloak  of 
flame  modestly,  and  woven  in  and 
through  the  fabric  of  your  long  devoted 
se(r\'ice  shine  the  golden  threads  of  'Fi- 
di^ity.  Devotion  and  Love.  Fidelity  to 
a  personal  obligation  umdertaljeii.  De- 
votion in  good  season  amd  in  bad  t-ea- 
son.  Love  for  Dhe  slowly  evolving  crea- 
tion, nurtured  and  cradled  through 
anxious  diays  and  sleepless  nights. 

You  have  been  untiring  in  your  ef- 
forts to  produce  a  real  association.  You 
have  been  courageous  and  tactful  in 
your  approach.  Your  host  of  admirers, 
scattered  to  the  far  comers  of  this 
country,  imite  as  one  huge  a  capeUa 
choir,  ito  chant  your  praises. 

I  deem  it  a  signal  honor,  amd  a  rare 
privilege,  to  represent  the  Thirty-ninth 
Session  of  the  Central  Intercollegiate 
Athletic  Association,  who  authorized  me 
to  say,  "We  Salute  You."
